These Photographs Are Being Sold 
in Mississippi and Some of the 
Peddlers Have Been Ar- 
rested—Matter Explained 
by Senator McLaurin. 


Washington, March !12.—There was an 
echo of the !Xdianola, Miss., postoffice 
case in tie nate today, when Mr. Mc- 
Laurin rose to a question of personal 
privilege to explain a newspaper report 
to the effect that the authorities of that 
place arrested peddlers of pnictures of 
President Roosevelt and Booker Wash- 
ington who may chance to go thera. 

The senate considered, but did dispoze 
‘of the fortification appropriation bill. 

A number of bills were passed. . One 
of them has for its purpose the preven- 
tion of the desecration of the American 
fiag by using it for advertising purposes. 

Mr. McLaurin, of Mississippi, took the 
floor to make a personal explanation re- 
garding a newspaper paragraph, saying 
that authorities of Indianola, Miss., are 
engaged in arrestin:; people for selling 
photographs of President Roosevelt and 
Booker Washington. Ordinarily, said Mr. 
McLaurin, a story. of this character would 
not be worth attention, but that under 
the circumstances he felt he should re- 
fer to it for the purpose of refuting it, 
as it is entirely without foundation. 

Mr. McLaurin said that the paragraph 
had grown out of a statement made in a 
newspaper letter written by A. G. Paxton, 
an attorney of Leland, Miss., who told 
of the arrest at that point of three men 
who he said were engaged in selling pic- 
tures of the president and Washington 
seated at a table together and also of an 
obscene character. These pictures, he 
said, appealed strongly to race prejudice. 

Similar arrests also, Mr. McLaurin said, 
had been made at Indianola, and it was 
found upon the hearing of the case that 
a Cincinnati concern engaged in publish- 
ing the pictures in question, had many 
agents out in the interest of thesé works. 

The men were tried and some of them 
sent out of the country, and Mr. McLaurin 
expressed surprise that any community 
should have permitted them to be tried. 
He said the penalty imposed by the law 
was entirely too small and expressed the 
opinion that the death penalty would not 
be too severe. He added that the arrests 
were not because the men were selling 
photographs of the president or of Wash- 
ington, but because they were selling 
lewd pictures.

Mississippi Passes Bill To Punish 
Obscene Picture Vendors. 

Jackson, Miss., March 1!2.—(Spectal.)— 
The lower house of the legislature today 
passed a bill making it a felony for a 
person to sell or give away obscene and 
indecent pictures and fixing the maxi- 
mum punishment for the offense at twen- 
ty years in the penitentiary. The bill 
is the result of the arrest of four Chi- 
cago men fn Sunflower and Washington 
counties within the past few days whe 
were engaged in peddling among negroes 
of the delta pictures of white women in 
the lewd embrace of burly black brutes. 

The agents were also selling a huge 
lithograph showing President Roosevelt 
and Booker Washington seated at a din- 
ner in the white RZOuse, while across the 
top of the picture were emblazoned the 
words, ‘Social Bquality.’’ 

It is believed that these pictures, which 
have been sold in large quantities among 
the negroes, are in a great measure re- 
sponsible for many of the criminal as- 
gaults on white women and the racial 
outbreaks which have occurred recently.

Says It ls Circulated To Preju- 
dice Georgia Voters

Declares Charges Made Against 
Chairman of Prison Commisison 
by Executive Committee of 
Spalding County Do Him 
Great Injustice.

General Clement A. Evans, member of 
the prison commission, has written 4 
statement in which he replies emphatio: 
ally to certain charges made against 
Chairman E& S. Turner, of the commis 
¢ion, who is a candidate to succeed hire 
self, by the executive committee af 
Spalding county. 

These charges were made in resolutions 
adopted by the county committee, and the 
subject matter is fully dealt with in Gen- 
eral Evans’ statement, which is as fol- 
lows: 

“As an act of simple justice to an hon- 
Orable public official, Judge Joseph §8. 
Turner, who is associated with Mr. Eason 
and myself in the difficult and delicate 
duties of the prison commission, and is 
now a candidate to succeed himself, I 
will ask a fair consideration of attacks 
made upon him now being published ‘1s 
campaign matter to prejudice the voters 
of the state against him. The following 
facts, briefly stated, are a complete an- 
swer to these campaign accusations, and 
must satisfy every unbiased man that 
great personal and official injustice is at- 
tempted against a capable and faithful 
official merely because he is a candidate 
for reelection. 

“One of these attacks is based on a so- 
called Duncan rape circular of 8 years 
ago. All the misrepresentations that 
concern Judge Turner's connection with 
that circular were.mage, most improper- 
ly, against him, and” were urged as the 
issue in the campaign of 1898, 6 years 
ago. During this race the issue was met 
by full statements made by several per- 
sons famillar with the facts, and by Judge 
Turner himself. All the facts were 
brought to the knowledge of the voters 
in the democratic primary with the re- 
sult that Judge Turner was indorsed and 
elected by the votes of 117 counties. The 
present’ renewed attack upon him im- 
peaches the intelligence of the voters of 
1898. and raises an issue that should in 
affect infuriously .elther the of- 
ficlal or nersonal character of the chair- 
man of the prison comrnission. 


As to Convict Hire. 


‘There is another charge that Judge 
Turner, as chairman, in 1898, hired out 
the convicts at a little less than $100 per 
capita per annum, while on the second 
hiring, 5 years later, they brought an 


average of $225 each per annum, and 
that the first hiring was a great loss to 
the state. This is clearly unjust, because 
the state gained immensely over the hir- 
ing under the old lease system, and it és 
evident the price paid in f898 was the 
highést that could he obtained. The con- 
vict labor was hired in strict compliance 
with the law to the highest and best bid- 
ders after due publication, bringing a 
surprising prig@prand making: almost a 
four-fold gain over the old obnoxious 
lease system. ThHfs first hiring received 
the unanimous _pralge of the, press and 
people @f that date. as much 50 48s Was 
given ® the sécond hirine’ of the present 
period, and in the democradic primary of 
that year, 1898, Judge Turner was apn- 
plauded. indorsed and elected by the vote 
of 117 counties, as ahove stated, 

The pnrobahbilitv is that the other twenty 
counties voted for his opponent for per- 
sonal friendly considerations, and not at 
all as a rebuke to Judge Turner. In fact, 
the good price of the last hirine was 
predicted {In the reports of thé comis- 
sion. In 1902, eight months before the 
passage of the last act the report de- 
clared the value to be not less than 
$200 per capita per annum. The condi- 
tions affecting the price of conviet labor 
had greatly changed, and the commis- 
Sion felt sure the hirlne would exceed the 
upset price fixed hv the act, and thev 
were not surprised that the nrice pnaid 
was the average of $225. The fore- 
soing attacks are hased upon events of 
1896 and 1898. which demorratice voters 
have passed unon. hut estde from their 
indorsement of Judge Turner. the at- 
tacks themeelyves are unfust to him In 
every particuiar.

“The fact is that the action of the leg- 
isljature in fixing a minimum price for the 
present lease of convicts, was a vote of 
lack of confidence in the present chair- 
man of the prison commission that the 
people back of the legislators recognized 
and indorsed.

$96 per year and saying this was the 
best price that could be obtained or ex- 
pected. 
“The act of the legislature brought the 
lessees to terms, which could have been 
done five years ago, by a determined 
stand on the part of the prison commis- 
sion, but they will pay on the new lease 
beginning next month $50 more than the 
minimum price or $225 instead of $96 per 
year for each convict’s hire. 

“But this is not enough, every able- 
bodied convict has always been worth 
from the time they were hired at $1} 
per year at least $! per day on the tur. 
pentine farms of south Georgia, or the 
cOa] mines of north Georgia: or in build- 
ing residences, and today with the grow- 
ing scarcity of reliable free labor. thev 
are worth more than that. Why, they 
have been subleased at-the present prices 
at $50 profit per -ear each, before the 
lease has ever bgun. 

“There is another thing, In which I 
would make a change, and that {s the 
management of the state prison farm. 

“When Captain Foster, the superinten- 
dent of the farm, a most excellent and 
skilled farmer, as well as a brave confed- 
etate saldier, wrote to Chairman Turner 
last year suggesting that the lessees were 
using the state farm asa dumping grouna 
for convicts that they had broken down 
by overwork, it was at once reported that 
another man, a cousin of Judge Turner, 
would succeed him. Captain Foster wrote 
to Judge Turner to know whether this 
was true, and after waiting a reasonable 
length of time for a reply—which has 
never been received up to this good day— 
resigned rather than be kicked out. Yet 
it was Captain Foster who brought the 
farm up to its present good condition, and 


not Chairman Turner, who its taking all 
the eredit for it, just as he takes credit

for even the high price of cotton last win- 
ter. He is a great man to take credit 
for whatever good there may be in the 
present system, but disclaims any re- 
sponsibility ‘for all the bad.’

‘Wishes of High Authorities May Be 


Enforced by the “Reserve Force’’ 
in Politics Which the Church 
is Said To Main- 


oe Mareh 12.—That Reed 
moot coul ; 
United ge ty os pruned. 
a. without having first 
been S an apostle of the Mor- 
mon church,.and that after he was so 
Chosen he could not have been defeated, 
Was asserted by Judge Ogden Hiles, as- 
Bistant United States attorney from 1886 
to 1890 and later a judge of the district 
court of Utah, who was a’ witness today 
in the Smoot case. 

He claimed to have procured more in- 
aictments and conducted more prosecu- 
tions against Mormons on charges of 
Plygamous cohabitation than any other 
official who has served in Utah. He told 
an interesting story of the prosecutions 
and said the first cessation in the flagrant 
practice of polygamous cohabitation came 
after the passage of the Edmunds-Tucker 
act making adultery a crime and prescrib- 
ing heavy penalties for violations. Up to 
that time the people went to jail or paid 
fines, declaring it preferable to Obey the 
Jaws of God rather than the laws of man, 
The heavy fines for subsequent prosecu- 
tions for adultery, he said, brought a 
Change of view. Many of those prosecute 
@d were poor and unable to pay the fines 
and then they accepted the offer of the 
courts to waive punishment if promise 
Was given not to continue to violate the 
jaws. 

An interesting feature of Judge Hiles’ 
testimony was his declaration that former 
United States Senator Rawlins was still a 
Mormon, even though hoe stood against 
the church on the matter of interference 
In politics. Attorney Van Cott took the 
witness to task for the agtatement and 
the colloquy enlivened the close of the 
day’s hearing. 


More Apostles Wanted. 

Chairman Burrows adjourned the ses- 
Sion today subject to call. It is expected 
there will be a number of witnesses here 
within a week or ten days. Among those 
wanted are Apostles Merrill and Teasdale 
and John Henry Smith, whose alleged 
plural marriages already have been re- 
counted by witnesses. 

Absence of a quorum caused a delay 
in calling to order the senate committee 


on privileges and elections, which is in- 
vestigating the protest against Senator 
Reed Smoot retaining his seat E. B. 
Critchlow, formerly an assistant United 
States attorney in Utah, agaim took the 
stand and his cross-examination was: 
continued by Waldemar Van Cott, one of 
the attorneys for the defense. Sentiment 
against Mr. Smoot was the subject of in- 
quiry by Mr. Van Cott, who asked specifi- 
cally if a wave of antagonism to the 
Mormon senator was not created by the 
Leilich charges that Mr. Smoot was a 
polygamist. Mr. Critchlow thought that 
had not been the effect, though there 
had been much surprise that this was 
made in the face of the statement in 
the general protest that Mr. Smoot was 
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sora Charsed With polygamy. Little in- 
M’ rest was taken in the cross-examina- 
satel and only two members ‘of the com- 

ttee remained tn their seats for the 
Streator part of the forenoon. 


McComas Objects. 

The cross-examination was confined al- 
most entirely to bringing out Mr. Critch- 
low’s views on the acts of others and the 
thoughts of others. After this ptocedure 
had continued for nearly an hour Sena- 
tor McComas objected and called atten- 
tion to the fact that the character of the 
testimony could not influence the com- 
mittee in any manner. 

Mr. Van Cott then addressed the com- 
mittee directly in regard’ to: the candi- 
dacy of Reed Smoot and drew from the 
witness the fact that Mr. Smoot had an- 
nounced himself as a candidate for the 
senate before 1902. 

Wert he announce himself as early as 
cee receive votes in the legisla- 

“I believe’ he did. He received votes 
and so did I. The minority only had 
three votes and they were passed around 
as a compliment.’’ 

Mr. Critchlow’s attention was called to 
the nominations for members of the 
legislature and the fact that he partici- 
pated in the convention and had moved 
to make certain nominations unanimous. 

“I did move to make them unanimous,” 
said the witness. ‘“‘We, that is our candi- 
dates, were defeated and I made the mo- 
tion as a matter of courtesy.” 

“Didn’t you know that it meant Read 
Smoot for senator?” 

“Yes, sir.’’

~ Authority of Church. 

Mr. Critchlow, when hig attention was 
called to the fact, said he believed he 
had made a epeech at Springville. 

Witness was questioned in regard to the 
sentiment for or against Reed Smoot 
for senator and said that so far as he 
was concerned he had no objection to 
Smoot personally, Sut opposed him on 
the ground that he was a general au- 
thority in the church. He admitted that 
at the time he had moved to make 
unanimous the mnominations of certain 
persons for members of the legislature 
that it was generally known that Mr. 
Smoot was to be made an apostle. 

To ascertain the difference between the 
influence exercised by the Mormon 
church over lay members and general 
authorities was the object of inquiry by 
Senators Hopkins and McComas and the 
answers of the witness indicated that the 
machinery of the church was so adjust- 
ed that either might be compelled to obey 
the behests of the church and that the 
wishes of the high authorities might be 
inforced by the “reservé.fotce”’ in politics 
which the church is said to maintain. 

Mr. Critchlow resumed his testimony 
under cross-examination when the com- 
mittee convened at 2 p. m. In the ex- 
amination concerning the Thatcher epi- 
sode, it was brought out that Thatcher 
was in the same status in |895 as to 
polygamy as was Brigham H. Roberts, 
when he was elected to congress and Mr. 
Cannon made his campaign for the sen- 
ate against the wishes of the church just 
as did Thatcher. P 


Roberts Balked. 
It also was brought out in 1895 Mr. 
Roberts refused to sign the church 
rule in regard to politics, the same as 
Thatcher had refused to subscribe to his 
dictates. This was in Roberts’ first cam- 
paign, but Mr. Critchlow could not say 
whether Mr. Roberts recantéd before or 
after the election. 
“Did he recant at all?’’ 
Overman.

The witness was asked to explain the 
change of mind and said: 
“Tt is understood, in fact,.it has been 
published in the official newspaper that 
authorities of the church labored and

Interference of the Church. 

Instances were asked where the church 
interefered in business matters in the last 
five years and Mr. Critchelow mentioned 
the location of a union depot in Salt Lake, 
the incident at Brigham City, in which 
the church opposed a certain amuse- 
ment hall, a case before the high council 
of the church, in which the parties were 
Jenson vs. Dietrich Land and Livestock 
Company, and certain litigation between 
Salt Lake and the West Jordan canal. 
Mr. Critchelow’s information on the sub- 
ject was indefinite and he sald he could 
give no competent testimony on the sub- 
ject. 

The witness was asked concerning a 
statement in former testimony that a 
Mormon committee dictated legislation 
in the first session of the legislature. The 
Witness said he knew from admissions 
made by George Q. Cannon and Heber J. 
Grant and certain members of the legisla- 
ture in intervieds published in April, 
1896, in the Salt Lake Herald, then edited 
by B. H. Roberts; the Salt Lake Trib- 
une and the interviews of Grant and Can- 
non in The Desert News. He also said 
he had received a letter from Joseph 
Munson, a member from Cache Valley, 
giving information as to occurrences be- 
tween Munson and Bishop Stevens, in 
which Stevens said ft had been decided 
by chaérch authorities that inasmuch as 
the legislature was inexperienced it was 
best to have a committee of the priest- 
hood to pass on legislation as to wheth- 
er it was proper. 

Judge Ogden_Hiles, of Salt Lake, assis- 
tant United States Attorney in Utah from 
1886 to 1889. in prefacing his testimony 
said he had drawn more indictments and 
prosecuted more cases of unlawful cohab- 
itation under the Edmunds-Tucker act 
than «any other official in Utah. 

Judge Hiles said for the first two 
years the people refused to obey the law 
despite the fact that opportunity was giv- 
en offenders to escape punishment if they 
would promise not to violate the laws in 
regard to cohabitation. 


New Crops of Children. 

‘But the people,” said the witness, 
“said they must obey the law of God 
rather than fle law of man. They seem- 
ed to think it an act of apostacy to g90 
counter of the church rules even in obey- 
ing the laws of the land. Then came the 
Edmunds-Tucker act, which made adul- 
tery an offense and provided a heavy 
penalty for violations. We began to 
prosecute polygamists for adultery. The 
cases were pressed hard, and then the 
people began to promise to obey the law, 
for they were poor, could not pay the 
fines and consequently it became gener- 
ally reported that the practice of polyg- 
amous cohabitation was breaking up.’ 
He said there was a disposition not to 
prosecute cases when the law @enerally 
was obeyed, but that after the mani- 
festo it was seen that the Mormons had 
returned to their old practice. He said 
this was evident from the new ‘crops 
of children” from polygamous families 
which continued to spring up. 

In the cross-examination Mr. Van Cott 
brought out a great deal of teStimony 
regarding church influences for the elec- 
tion of Reed Smoot for the senate and 
Judge Hiles stated positively: 

‘Mr. Smoot could not have been elect- 
ed to the United States senate if his 
candidacy had not been approved by the 
Mormon church.” 

“Do you mean that if Mr. Smoot had 
been a lay member of the church that 
he would not have been elected Or that 
if he had been apostle and had not the 
indorsement of his quorum he could not 
have been elected?”’ 

Mormons Elected Smoot. 

‘Mr. Smoot could not have been elect- 

ed without being an apostle and without 
the consent of the church.” 
. Mr. VanCott asked the witness how 
he accounted, in view of the testimony 
he had given, for the Mormons sending 
non-Mormons to the senate. ‘“‘How about 
Joseph L. Rawlins?” he asked. “He is 
not a Mormon.” 

“Joseph L. Rawlins? 
a Mormon.” 

‘What! Rawlins a Mormon?” 

“He was born into the church, of Mor- 
mon parentage.” 

“But surely you do not mean to say 
that because a man is born of Mormon 
parentage he is always @ Mormon?” 

“Pretty close to it.’’ 

The witness said his basis for believ- 
ing that polygamy was more flagrant 
since Utah was admitted as a state was 
that more polygamous children were be- 
ing born. Senator Hopkins asked a num- 
ber of questions to find out if Judge Hiles 
knew whether there had been any polyg- 
amous marriages since the manifesto, and 
he said he did not. Witness said he 
believed that such marriages had taken 
place. 

Mr. Tayler stated that they had a great 
deal of evidence to offer that plural mar- 
riages had taken place since the man- 
ifesto.

MIO DIETRICH 
SELL OFFICES? 
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That Question Is Before Sen- 
ale Special Committee 


Some Evidence To Show That There 
Was an Undérstanding in Re- 
gard to Rental SBefore 
Dietrich Agreed To Sup- 
port Fisher. 


Washington, March 1!2.—Jacob Fisher, 
the present postmaster at Hastings, 
Nebr., resumed his statement today be- 
fore the special senate committee ap- 
pointed to investigate the charges against 
Senator Dietrich. M?.'’Fisher said at the 
time he was appointed postmaster his 
relations with Hahn and been rather un- 
friendly; that previous to that time Hahn 
made daily visits to his (Fisher's) place 
of business, but that these visits stopped 
when he received news of his appoint- 
ment. He did not recall any visit by 
Hahn on April 23, and he was sure that 
under the circumstances he would not 
have asked Hahn what he thought of his 
(Fisher’s) appointment as his (Hahn’s) 
Successor, as Hahn has testified. 

“That statement I absolutely deny,” 
said the witness. He said he had not 
asked Hahn what the Office paid and 
flatly contradicted Hahn's statement thaf 
he had asked Hahn to consult a lawyer 
for him to ascertain whether he would 
have to pay a uete he maht give to 
Dietrich to secure the appdintment. 

Paid Half the Rental. 

Edwin E. Francfs, deputy postmaster 
at Hastings, under Fisher, was the next 
Witness. Replying to questions by Mr. 
Platt he said he had agreed to pay half 
the rental of the back room of the Diet- 
rich building and had done so for five 
months, the total being $41.

half of any procesds derived from the 
room. They had made an effort to Tent 
the room, but had failed. He said these 
payments on account of the room had 
had nothing to do with his salary. He 
contradicted the statement of Mr. Ham- 
man that he had assented to a statement 
that he (Francis) had had to pay $100 
to Mr. Dietrich or that he had told Ham- 
man that Fisher had paid $200 to Diet- 
righ. 

Hardy Gregory, a postoffice inspector, 
testified to conversation he said he had 
last December with Fisher and Francis 
relative to moneys paid to Dietrich on 
account of the back room partitioned 
off from the postoffice. Fisher's state- 
ment, he said, was that the original lease 
was to be knocked in the head because 
of the reduction of the rent from $1,800 
to $1,500; that Dietrich had said that he 
(Misher) and the citizens of the place 
should take the fixtures of the Grand 
Army of the Republic post off his hands, 
but that Fisher had said he would nof 
ask the people, but would do so himself. 

Dietrich for Fisher. 

After this Dietrich had told Fisher 
that when he went to Washington he 
would recommend Fisher’s appointment 
as postmaster, although {ft was undeér- 
stood that the appointment was in no 
way dependent upon the payment for the 
furniture. The conversation had, Greg- 
ory said, occurred at Omaha at the time 
the grand jury investigation into the Diet- 
case was in progress. 

Senator Dietrich elicted the facts from 
the witness that a voucher which he car- 
ried to Hastings was for payment of cer- 
tain fixtures and also for the payment 
of the transfer of the postoffice. The 
bids for the removal of the postoffice 
came through the former postmaster, Mr. 
Hahn. Mr. Dietrich endeavored at this 
time to bring out from the witness that 
if there was an extortionate price at- 
tached to the removal of the office it was 
regular, having had the sanction of the 
postOffice department.

DROPS MILLIONS 


Net Earnings for Year Show 
a Great Decrease, 


It Is Declared in the Report That the 
Physical Condition of the Prop- 
efties in the Trust Has Been 
Greatly Improved—Bond 
Conversion Scheme. 


New York, March 1!2.—The second an- 
nual report of ithe United States Steel 
Corporation, dated March I, was issued 
today. The statement is a voluminous 
one, dealing with the income accounts 
for the year, comparative income, the pre- 
ferred stock conversion plan, financial 
legislations, capita] expenditure and a de. 
tailed statement of production. It also 
excludes the certificate of the chartered 
accountant, showing assets and labili- 
ties, together with ‘a condensed -general 
profit and loss account.

NATIONAL LIFE MENACED _ 
BY CRIMINAL SUGGESTION 


EW YORK, March 12.—That there 
N has been a marked increase in crime 

and criminal tendencies among 4ll 
classes and that this condition has been 
due to semi-conscious suggestions from 
various causes, among them the vulgarity 
of newsapers, debased theaters, impure 
literature and divorces, is the belief ex- 
pressed by Henry Hopkins, president ot 
Williams college, at a meeting here of the 
Patria Club. The foundations of the 
personal character of our national life 
are seriously threatened, he said, by the 
ugly features of the present time. There 
is abounding evidence of an alarming in- 
crease in crime of every sort, but partic- 
ularly of the kind that undermines hon- 
esty, chastity and respect for law. There 
is a growing infidelity to financial trust 
and consequently a visible loss of confi- 
dence of man in his fellow man. Defal-

cations continue and multiply fn dis 
heartening succession. The proportior 
of divorces to marriages is astonishing 
and sickening. Disintegration, decadence 
and often destruction of the family and 
lowering of the home ideal, go On jn- 
creasing. 

But most disheartening and startling 
of all is the lawless spirit in towns and 
cities, where have grown up crowds of 
hoodlums, where there is an increasing 
population who break Out into reckless 
violence at times of strikes and ]ockouts. 
Of the same nature are the worse than 
brutal exhibitions in defiance of all au- 
thority and decency in the lynchings 
and hideous burnings that dishonor hu- 
man nature itself. One of the most po- 
tet, most ubiquitious, most constantly 
operative cause is the vast volume of 
criminal suggestion flowing in upon the 
public mind through various means, but

Af the others 
weré quickly, rescued, but Bragg Smith 
lost his life, being overwhelmed by the 


avalanche of dirt. 


Bill Is Introduced in the Senate by 
Senator Bacon Which Appro- 
priates the Amount of the 
Award to the Episcopal 
Cathedral.

Senator Bacon’s Bill.

Washington, March ,12.—(Special.)—Sen- 
ator Bacon today introduced a bill to 
appropriate the sum of $4,560 to pay the 
claim of the St. Philip church, Atlanta, 
this being the amount of the award of 
the court of claims which has passed 
upon the claim of the Atlanta church 
for damages sustained to its property 
during the civil war. This claim is in 
line with a great many others that have 
been paid, it being the policy of the 
government through the court of claims 
aud congress to pay for damages to 
church and school property by the union 
forces. The court of claims recently 
passed upon this case. The case was 
brougnt in the name of Rev. Albion W. 
Knight, Thomas E. Walker, Paul Ro- 
mare, George H. Noble, W. A. H. 
Ansell, Arnold Broyles, Robert C. Alston, 
W. S. Elkin, Jr., Benjamin Owens, Rob- 
ert Sharpe and Thomas H. Austin, rector, 
wardens and vestrymen of St. Philip 
church, against the United States.

' OF CHAMBERLAINITES 
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"Bai Premie Manages Tq 


Relain Power at Expense of 
Personal Defeat 


London, March !2.—The continued exist- 
ence of the present government after the 
past eventful week in parliament creates 
eurprise even amongst its most faithful 
supporters. Premier Balfour kept the 
cabinet in power by a majority of 46, 
gained at the expense of what is uni- 
versally admitted to be a personal defeat 
for the premier. 

For the first time since the fiscal ques- 
fion became a live issue in British poli- 


PREMIER BALFOUR. 
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tics, Joseph Chamberlain’s followers 
showed their strength and intentions. No 
less than 110 members of the house of 
commons put themselves on record this 
week as wilfing to turn out Mr. Balfour 
rather than sacrifice their adherence to 
Mr. Charberlain’s out and out protection- 
ist principles. As a result Mr. Balfour 
has foregone his personal policy of re- 
taliation and retains office only by the 
support of those members of parliament 
who openly upheld preferential and pro- 
tective duties. This section of the union- 
ist party, though strong enough to de- 
cide the fate of the ministry, is not strong 
enough to effect anything as an individual 
unit. 
Almost Gilbertian Climax. 

The complications within the unionist 
party came during the week to an al- 
most Gilbertian climax. Even The Sat- 
urday Review, which supports Mr. Bai- 
four’s policy, holds that he lost more 


than he gained by his comparatively nar- 
rw majority of 46. On all asides it is 
admitted that a dissolution of parliament 
alone can solve the existing complex and 
muddied condition of the parties in the 
house of commone.

Winston Spencer Churchill, conservative, 
with a tenacity often attributed to his 
American descent, unceasingly harries 
Mr. Balfour. In a letter to his constitu- 
ents at Oldham, published today, Mr. 
Churchill ruthlessly calls attention to the 
inconsistency of his own party leader. 
Mr. Churchill says the amendment intro- 
duced by Mr. Wharton, conservative, on 
Wednesday, condemning Joseph Chamber- 
lain’s policy, but supporting Mr. Balfour’s 
retaliation programme, was drawn up by 
desire of the premier. Yet, “with the 
connivance, if not at the instigation of 
the chancellor of the exchequer (Austen 
Chamberlain), the protectionist members 
of the same party, numpering 110, dice 
tated an ultimatum to Mr. Balfour, say- 
ing that Mr. Wharton’s amendment must 
be withdrawn. 

“Face to face with immediate ruin,’ 
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JOSEPH CHAMBERLAIN. 
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wrote Mr. Churchill, “Mr. Balfour sur- 
rendered. These government, Which at 4 
o’clock in the afternoon resolved to sup- 
port a free trade declaration opposed in

followers to meet with a direct negative 
proposal to condenan the policy of prefer- 
ential or protective tariffs. When Mr. 
Balfour Had the power to combat protec- 
tion he had not the will. now that he hag 
the will, he no longer has the power. 

The experts in British elections ex- 
pressed diametrically opposed forecasts 
regarding the probable result of the ap- 
pea] to the country, which is now some- 
what impatiently awaited by the public. 

They all agree, however, that neither 
Mr. Chamberlain nor Mr. Balfour, on 
their respective planks of protection and 
retaliation, are likely to be returned to 
power. The best balanced opinion is that 
when Mr. Balfour either ends the tenure 
of the present government or it is ended 
for him, there will be a series of see- 
Saw political evolutions with the Irish 
party holding the scales. 

Hosebery Refers to Balfour. 

London, March 1!12.—Lord Rosebery, 
speaking at Newcastle-on-Tyne tonight, 
referred to the incident in the house of 
lords on Thursday. He said he ob- 
jected to heat in controversial affairs. 
He had long entertained friendship and 
regard for Premier Balfour, but when he 
was called a ‘‘calumniator” there was 
no man in the world from whom he woujd 
accept that description of himself without 
violent public repudiation.

The committee was called to order by 
Chairman Allen, who then asked Captain 
Brotherton to take the chair, while he 
presented the resolutions.

It is ordered that the respective 
county: committees shall consolidate the 
result of said primary election on the day 
after same occurs, and that said primary 
election shall be held under the provisions 
of the general primary election law of this

‘Sixth. We recommend that the county 
committees, in case more than one can- 
didate submits his claims for nomination 
to the voters of this congressional district,

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ATLANTA FIFTH 
IN RECEIPTS 


Remarkable Showing Made 
by Local Post- 
office. 


Atlanta ranks fifth among the cities of 
the United States in her postal receipts, 
according to figures just compiled in 
Washington. 

The increase of recejpts at the local 


postoffice was 2063-100 per cent, com- 
pared with that of last year. Only four 
other cities in the country had a greater 
percentage of increase, New Haven be- 
ing the first on the list. In this connec- 
tion the following telegram was received 
at The Constitution office last night: 

Washington, March !2.—The postal rec- 
ords of the country show that the Atlanta 
postoffice ranked fifth In the entire coun- 
try in percentage of Increase of postal 
receipts for F@bryary, 1904, over the cor- 
responding month last year, but four of 
the fifty largest cities show a greater 
percentage of increase, New Haven leads. 
The Atlanta figures are for February, 
1904, $47,749.61, as compared with $39.- 
581.23 for February last vear, an increase 
Of 20 63-100 per cent. This percentage, 
which determines the rank of the vari- 
ous cities, is very far above the average, 
placing Atlanta fifth on the list.

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STATE CONVICTS 
COME APRIL 1 


They Will Be Put te Work 
on the New Roswell 
Road, 


Fulton county’s share of felony con- 
victs, as allowed under the new state 
convict bill, will arrive here about April 
|! from different convict camps over the 
state, and will at once be installed on 
the public works of the county. 

The first work to be done by the felony 
convicts will be the building of the new 
Roswell road, on which they will be 
started as soon as they arr.ve, This is 
to be an entirely new road through the 
northern section of the county, and will 
be about !2 miles in length. It will be- 
gin just beyond Atlanta Hfights, and 
will extend to Roswell. This new road 
is expected to prove a big improvement 
for that portion of the county. The road 
was provided for some time ago by thé 
board of county commissioners. 

The number of felony convicts appor- 
tioned to Fulton county is 106. Captain 
T. J. Donaldson, superintendent of county 
public works, is rapidly completing prep- 
arations for the handling of the addi- 
tional convicts. He has recently pur- 
chased sixty additional mules, and quar- 
ters are being prepared near the county 
alms house for the housing of the felony 
convicts. The felony convicts will fur- 
nish to the county much extra work on 
the public improvements. 

The new convict bill provides that al! 
counties that so desire may take their 
share of the public schoo: fund, arising 
from the lease of felony convicts, in con- 
victs and work them instead of receiving 
the cash. Fulton county’s commissioners 
voted to take the convicts. 


RAIN BILLED FOR TODAY. 


This Will Mean the Sixth Consecu- 
tive Rainy Sunday for 
Atlanta. 

The weather today Js Lkely to be un- 

settled, and include rain. 

If this forecast is made good, Atlanta 
will be visited with rain for the sixth 
consecutive Sunday. This breaking of 
the Sabbath sunshine so regularly ‘s most 
exceptional for Atlanta, and there seems 
to be no accounting for the fact. Its 
just the way the weather has been, and 
even Local Forecaster Marbury was un- 
able to explain the matter. 

According to the weather map yester- 
day, conditions had changed materially 
from the previous twenty-four hours, 
and unsettled weather covers most of 
the territory east of the Rocky moun- 
tains.

It is to her devotion to outdoor life 
that ® duchess owes her superb health 
and th preservation of her youthful 
Charms. She has been called England's 
premier sportswoman. Social functions 
She abhors. Although she has a lux- 
urioug town house in Belgrave square, 
London, it is at Wo>urn abbey, in Bed- 
fordshire, or in Scotland, that she pre- 
fers to dwell—riding and driving, hunting, 
Bhooting and fishing remote from the ar- 
tificia] life of society’s drawing room.

|:@ensg is she a mannish woman. .The 
hardy gillie, on the bank of some dis- 
tant stream in the highlands, marvels 
et her skill and endurance in catching 
the lordly salmon; the keepers and beat- 
ers of game, when the guns are firing, 
ere equally astonished at her accuracy of 
aim and capacity for withstanding fa- 
tigue. wih 

Wild Animals Her Hobby. 

Wild animals are her pet hobby. At 
the magnificent Woburn estate, miles in 
extent, with the aid of her husband, and 
‘more particularly of the ducal strong 
box, her grace has stocked a zoo that, 
in extent and variety, probably exceeds 
that of any other private menagerie in 
the world. Among the specimens it con- 
tains are a herd of kangaroo, bred by 
‘the duchess herself; {bisons, buffaloes, 
zebras, Jlmas, Indian blue cows, Man- 
churian deer, Moufion sheep-from Cor- 
sica and wild asses from Persia. Of deer 
alone there are no less than thirty-five 
epecies. 

Alligators, too, enjoy here a life of 
luxurious ease, freed from the necessity 
of foraging for an existence. Swans of 
every known kind abound, cranes, ibexes, 
afimingoes, and a great variety of birds 
of brildant plumage from various parts 
of the world,,, Few of the animals are 
confined {2 <ca 
at will in large Inclosures, where they 

“lead, as far as can be from their native 
habitat, a natural existence. They have 

_..@ much better time of it than the animais 
whose misfortune it is to be confined 
within the cramped and crowded cager 
of the London Zoological Society, of 
which the duke of Bedford has long, been 
the presiding officer. 

Indeed, it has often been suggested that 
{ff the duke showed as much devotion 
to. the. welfare of his tenants {n London 
as the duchess does to the occupants of 
her zoo at Woburn, the sum total of hu- 
man hapiness in the metropolis would 
‘tbe considerably increased. But that Is 
a matter that concerns the great land- 
lord. and not his duchess. Bestdes, the 
Woburn estate costs a mint of money 

‘and the bulk of that must be furnished 
by the London tenants. At Woburn ene 
Thornay. another of the ducal estates, 
nearly $5,000,000 has been expended on 
what is termed the “reclamation of soll.” 
Retween them they contribute a mere 
bagatelle of $100,000 toward the annual 
ducal income. The duke shows no in- 
tention of doing anything to “reclaim” 
his London property. 

She Loves Horses, 

Of all animals the favorite of the duch- 
ess of Bedford is the horse and in their 
management good judges have affirmed 
that she is without a peer among Eng- 
lish women, and drives a pair of the 

‘most spirited thoroyghbreds with as much 
ease and confidence as though they were 
as innocuous and docile as lambs. 

At the Woburn stables there are be- 
tween thirty and forty carriage and sad- 
@le horses, and with every one of them 
{t may be said that she is on terms of 
frfendly intimacy. Being so fond of 
horses, and such a superb horsewoman, 
tt is not surprising that the duchess has 
guccessfully resisted innoculation by the 
motor car craze. 

But if any doubt existed as to her 
grace’s pure and unadulterated femini- 
nity, despite her devotion to sport, it 
would be dispelled at once by the proof 
ehe gives of her fondness for cats, and 
this is not confined to those rare and 
aristocratic tabbies which énjoy the lux- 
urious and unstinted hospitality of Wo- 
burn. She is president of the society 
founded by Chinese Gordon's sister in 
law, which ,in London, runs a boarding 
house for well-to-do cats and a free 
lodging house for poverty-stricken ones. 
Her interest.in cats extends even to the 
men who make a living in London by 
gelling cat’s meat. She occasionally at- 
tend’ the annual dinner given to them 
and ag one of them made a pretty little 
‘ppesch in which she besought them to be 
charitable to the stray and hungry cats 

whom they encountered in their rounds. 

Among the arts it is music to which the 
@uchess is most devoted, and when in 

‘Lendon during the opera season seldom 

misses un evening at the Roya] opera 
house in Covent Garden. The fact that 
the duke owns it, and that she is, there- 
fore, on the free list, has nothing to do 

“ with it, of course. 

Animals and Tenants. 

That the duke should have taken for 
his bride a daughter of the church and 
endowed her, according to his marriage 
vows, with all his worldly goods, ts not 
without a certain appropriateness. In- 

' Aeed it might be termed an act of resti- 
tution. , 

The duke owes the largest measure of 
his prosperity to the spoiliation of the 
church by which his ancestors greatly 
‘profited. Covent Garden, which used to 
be Convent Garden before the fifteenth 

- century, and thé ducal Long Acre prop- 
erty belonged originally to the monks of 
Westmigster, but bluff King Harry, the 
much married monarch, took the land 
from them and bestowed it on John Rus- 
gell, the first ear] of Bedford and lord 
high admiral of Englang. At that time 
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DUCHESS OF BEDFORD,

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the property was of the yearly value of 
£6 6 shillings and 8 pence. 
It is probably worth now considerably 


‘+more than as many million pounds, and 


is one of the most colossal examples on 
record of the profits derived from un- 
earned increment. 

In addition to his Bedford and London 
property, the duke ownes estates in Dev- 
onshire and Northamptonshire and has 
a long string of fitles appertaining to 
them. Altogether his landed: possessjons 
amount to 84,000 acres. This sounds in- 
considerable compared with the 1,000,000 
acres owned by England’s greatest land- 
owner, the duke of Sutherland. Yet the 
duke of Bedford ts far and away the 
wealthier man of the two. It is his prop- 
ert Londan that makes his bank 
roi. so much the bigger. 
to own more of it than any’ other one 
person, and to have more tenants than 
the duke of Westminster,

Mantua, Italy, March !.—Good-natured 
Angelo, brother ef Pope Pius, a third- 
class postmaster in one of the suburbs, 
showed a letter from’the pontiff, the sub-

father’s health. The wording, however, 


% so characteristic of the pope, that your 


correspondent asked permission to quote 
some for the benefit of Catholic readers 
especially. 4 


Pope Writes in Dialect. 

“Of those yarns about the trouble with 
my eyes, impending blindness, excessive 
nervousness and loss of appetite, don’t 
believe a word, dear brother. They are 
fanfaluches pure and simple, nothing but 
fanfaluches,’’ repeated Pope Pius. 

“Fanfaluche” will be found in few dic- 
tionaries; it ig Venitian dialect, and in 
the queen’s Englash means ‘‘fake,” 

“Of course it’s fanfaluche,” said the 
brother postmaster. ‘Have J] not got the 
sisters’ tesimony, too? They tell me again 
and again that Pius is as hearty an 
eater as ever and that he looks well and 
happy.” 

The pope’s letter, continuing, asks 1g de- 
tai] after every single member of the 
family, among them inn keepers, seam- 
stresses and small grocerymen. Twice, in 
the middle of the letter,-and in the post- 
script, the pope asks to give news of his 
brothers in law, .petty storekeepers in 
Mantus. He wants to know what the 
“boys and girls” are doing and promises 
each a gold piece for Easter if they bring 
home good testimonials from school. 

Altogether a fine, brotherly letter, with- 
out an atom of sovereign dignity. Only 
the signature recalls the writer's high 
station: “Pius Papa.”’ 

“Papa does not mean a title, as far as 
we, ‘his relatives are concerned. We take 
it literal: Pius has ever been a father 
to us, his brothers and sisters,” said the 
postmaster. ‘ 


Letters from the Sisters. 

Angelo also showed to your correspon- 
dent a number of letters from his sisters, 
who Iive in an apartment near the vati- 
can. “‘Poor things, they worked all their 
lives,” said Angelo. “I am glad that God 
put Pius in a position to guarantee them 
a life of ease and comfort in their old 
age. AS you see by their writing, they 
dine frequently with Pius, and they all 
have a good time. If it were only possible 
the sisters would cook for him, as they 
did in Venice, but the rules of the vatican

ARIS, March.3.—M. Henri Brisson, 

Pp who recently succeeded the wily 

Paul Deschanel as president of the 
French ‘thouse of mgepregentatives, and 
whose latest photograph is sent here- 
with, is so well known as uw public man 
that it would be rather a waste of time 
to retell the long story of his political 
career. Readers generally, however, may 
not realize how many-Sided is’ this ald 
parliamentary warhorse who advocated 
the cause of the republic with voice, with 
pen and, occasionally, with the sword, 
long before it was proclaimed. 

Seen, cold, impassive and satirical in 
the chamber of deputies M. Brisson is 
about the last man in French politics 
today whom you would suspect of being, 
when off duty, a boon companion of ‘‘les 
petite,"” as children are called here. As 
a matter of fact, however, M. 
might be either Lewis Carrvil or Eugene 
Field so far as popularity with the tots 
is concerned, and his methods of amus- 
ing them, too, recall those of the authors 
of ‘‘Alice,’’ and *‘Little Boy Blue.’”’ 
President of the ‘‘chambre” is a widower 
and childless, but his distinguished ‘‘chief 
of. the cabinet,’’ M. Jacques Girard, has 
two little olive branches and by them 
“Bisson,’’ as he is known to the small 
Albert and Suzanne, is regarded as just 
about the best fellow in the world. Often 
he spends hours. in making nonsense 
rhymes for them, and some of these presi- 
dential efforts would not disgrace Car- 
roll himsel& SBrisson really is an ama- 
teur verse-writer of no small abilily, a 
good many of his sonnets having found 
their way into print, and also an en- 
-thusiast on the subject of the poetic 
drama. His friends declare that he can 
recite both ‘“‘Hernani’’ and ‘‘Ruy Blas’ 
With as much facility as Mounet-Sully, 
who plays them; and he has Mollere at 
hig fingers’ ends. One of M. Brisson’s 
few boasts iS that, in his youth, he could 
deliver Racine’s ‘‘Iphigenie’’ from begin- 
ning to end. 

He is nearly as “strenuous” as the 
president of the United States, and is 
like Mr. Roosevelt in having a habit of 
taking his friends out for walks, and, 
forgetting that they are less energetic 
than himself, bringing them back in a 
State of collapse. The president’s con- 
frere, M. Steinilber, elected to follow 
on ingloriously ina cab. Brisson rises at 
5 o'clock every morning, summer and 
winter alike. Old man as he is, he still 
fences every day, and all his writing is 
done standing at his desk. Though the 
recent sessions of the chamber have ex- 
tended far into the night and been ex- 
ceptionally stormy, the president has not 
yet missed a ‘“‘seance’’ and it is not at 
all likely that the vice president will be 
déver- worked. 

M. Brisson is a great authority on po- 
litical economy. Several years ago he 
traveled extensively both in Egypt and 
the Holy Land, and the fortunate folk 
who received letters from him while on 
his wanderings declare that their wit, 
insight and general literary quality made 
them well worth being preserved in print. 
Like most other men in high places, 
however, the président of the chamber 
evidently was no Sunday school book 
boy. He is particularly fond of. telling 
of a walking tour which he and six othar 
rare spirits, frash from school, once 


took in the ‘“berrichon” country, the 
| land of George Sand. The first village 
on thelr way they entered lifting up their 
voices in song. Oddly enough, this did 
not charm the yillagers, and as the stu-

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TO GOVERN 
CANAL ZONE 


Senator Morgan Introduces 
Bill Relating to Isthmian 
..° Waterway, . ; 


Washington, March 12.—Senator Mor- 
Kan joday jntroduced @ bill for. the gov- 
ernment of a canal zone. It declares the 
territbry aSquired for canal purposes to 
constitute a government reservation of 
the United States, subject to civil and 
military law under the control of the 
president of the United States through 
the canal commisston. The laws of Pane 
ama shall continued until superseded by 
laws pf congress; laws of the United 
citizenship, immijgra- 
naturalization and the importation 
of contract labor shall not apply until 
congress otherwise shall direct. 

The canal commission is authorized te 
legislate in all local matters in the canal 
zone. All laws enacted by the commis- 
si0n must first be approved by the presi- 
dent. 

The president is authorized og the re- 
quest of three members of the commis- 
sion to declare the canal zone in a 
state of insurrection and to employ mill- 
tary force to preserve or@er. A surgeon 
in chief shall he appointed to have con- 
trel over the sanitation of the canal 
zone and the cities of Panama and Co- 
lon. The canal commission tannot exer- 
cise the power of appointment or removal 
health service. 

The fiscal operations of the commis- 
Sion are to be through the war depart- 
ment. Ten million dollars !s appropri- 
ated to pay for the canal strip, the 
joney is to be paid without delay and 
the president to take immediate poa- 
seseion of -the canal zone.

|ACROSS WESTERN PLAINS 


AND MOU 


NTAIN RANGES 


By William L. Scruggs. 
F we take any good may of North 
America and draw a straight line from 
Lake Manitoba southward to the mouth 
of the Rio Grande, on the Gulf of Mexico, 
we shall have the continent pretty evenly 
divided. If we could now get these two 
halves on a small enough scale to com- 
pare them, side by side, we should dis- 
cover that nature herself has made this a 
{ most striking division. The differences 
Stara the eastern and western sec- 
ptions would appear to be far greater than 
lever before realized. 
| Broadly speaking, the eastern half, as 
‘ Sompared with the western, would appear 
to be eqnerally flat, well wooded, abun- 
dantly watered and peculiarly well adapt- 
€d to the highest types of modern civiliza- 
tion. The western half would appear 
many times higher, extremely mountain- 
ous, very barren and phenomenally dry. 
Its vast plains-are, for the most part, 
elevated table lands, encircled by bleak 
ranges of high mountains: the atmos- 
phere is singularly dry, clear, transpar- 
nt and free from fogs and moisture. In- 
}deed, the whole aspect of the country, ag 
; compared with the eastern section, sug- 
; gests the idea of a huge cylinder. 
, Nor would the appearance be deceptive. 
In all this vast westefn region there are 
} in reality but three rivers worthy of the 
mame, and these look almost infinitely 
f small in comparison with the great rivers 
} Of the eastern half of the continent. And 
there are hundreds, nay often thousands, 
| of miles between the smaller streams 
}which are soon lost in the parching sands 
of the great deserts. The farmer or horti- 
Quituralist in this arid region can never 
count much on rains; the showers are 
few. light and “far between.’’ Nor can 
*me always depend upon the water courses 
. as fountains fer irrigation purposes. His 
fsafer plan is to dig far down through 
}hundreds of feet of sand and thence down 
| through a thick strata of igneous rocks 
till he finds a spouting well of fresh, life- 
y giving water. 
Prehistoric Rivers. 
. And yet there are many “rivers” in this 
‘parched and dried up region: “rivers” 
such as are never seen’ elsewhere— 
etrange, curious and interesting rivers! 
They are as black as ink, silent as death 
and stable as the very mountains. Their 
‘sources ran dry ages ago and mouths they 
never had. Some of them are miles in 
width and extend upward 20 feet above 
their banks, yet never overflow them. 
You may walk across their surface in 
safety without the least fear of sinking, 
ut in which neither fish nor reptile nor 
bird nor beast can live. You already an- 
ticipate my meaning. Long ages ago these 
@reat lava beds were flowing rivers of 
Hauid fire from crater sources now ex- 
nct; they are now rivers of solid stone. 


Nearing the Divine. 

Resuming our journey westward by the 

Pacific railway’ we leave El 

Paso, Tex., at an altitude of something 
er 3,700 feet above sea level. But we 
‘are hardly as yet half-way axrosg the 
Eeontinent, and we shall have to climb 
nearly 2,000 feet higher before beginning 
. the long and tedious descent of the Pacific 

lope. 

Reaching this highest point on the way, 
jfwe shall be somewhere not very far from 
‘the prosperous town of Lordsburg, or to 
;epeak accurately at Stein’s Pass, 19 miles 
beyond. We have already had a fair 
glance at the northermost part of ald 
Mexico, have skirted the southermost 
part of New Mexico and €re now just 

ross the line into Arizona. We have 
passed the mazes of huge eand drifts and 
giant cacti and are now gn the “back- 
Phone” of the continent. 

That range of mountains to the north 
P “Ta Clerro de los Burros,” 60 called 
‘by the old Spaniards by reason of its 
fancied resemblance to 4a caravan of 
'pack-mules marching in single file. The 
}parallel range on the south are the 
“Pyramids,’’ a succession of cone-shaped 
mountains as destituté of vegetation and 
/forest growth as Sahara itself. Stein's 
| Pass is the gateway between these two 
‘wonverging ranges, and as we enter it 
‘we bid farewell to New Mexico, and en- 
rter upon that land of modern wonders, 
ithe territory of Arizona. 


Arizona Is Unique. 

New Mexico has its attractions’. It fs 
gich in minera| deposits. The climate 
'48 ideal. And it is abundant in legend 
‘and Indian antiquities. But for topo- 
(graphical eccentricities, queer. corners, 
‘climatic oddities, and curious antiquities, 
; ‘Arizona stands preeminent. There is no 
other country like it on the globe; and 
one naturally wonders why Americans go 
sight seeing in Europe. There is a 
yereat dea] more .to -be. seen -In this west- 
@tm land pf’ natural wonders; and there | 


is vastly more to interest the archeo- 
logist and geologist. .Is it that. Ameri- 
cans do not know their own country, nor 
even suspect its points of absorbing in- 
terest? I once knew a South American 
coffee planter who finished the interior 
of his dwelling with Georgia pine, and 
made fence posts and railways of native 
mahogany and rosewood saplings. He 
had about as keen an appreciation of 
the products of his own country &s some 
of us have of the natural curiosities of 
ours! 


Wonderful Petrified Forests. 

Take, for instance, the petrified forest 
of Arizona. There {fs ncething Yike it in 
Europe or Asia. It fs peculiar to itself. 
Yet thow few Americans have ever seen 
| them! Think of agate beds covering 
areas as large as the whole state of 
Rhode Island; of petrified trees four feet 
in diameter spanning chasms 20 and 
40 feet wide—the only natural bridges 
of solid mosg tagate in the known world! 

Millions of ages ago these dense forests, 
now 5,000 feet above sea level, sank fath- 
oms beneath the waters of the Pacifific, 
lay there for countless centuries, were 
converted into the hardest of all the pre- 
cious stones, and then heaved up by 
volcanic fires. Some of these great stone 
grees are embedded in dep deposits of 
fine clay, above which has been formed 
stratas of solid sandstone over 30 
feet thick. That tells a marvellous 
story of countless millenniums. The mind 
staggers to comprehend its full import. 
Compared with that ancient period, the 
erosins which have carved the bluffs 
out of the general tableland, and thus 
exposed the ends of these huge stone 
ings to view were the work of but yester- 
day. And yet these same figures are 
themselves older than the oldest pyra- 
mids in Egypt. 

At the extreme eastern edge of Ari- 
zona, some miles south of the petrified 
forest is another curious natural phe- 
nomenon—seldom referred to by tourists, 
but perhaps all the more interesting on 
that account. It is a shallow pan-shaped 
basin, the bottom of which is covered 
by a thick crust of dazzling white salt. 
About the center of this little basin you 
see something which looks Ike a huge 
sweet potatoe hill. It is a small vol- 
canic peak, the crater of which is filled 
half way up with pure fresh water. It 
is easy of access if you don’t mind wad- 
ing through deep beds of salt, and its 
black sides are not difficult to climb. 


Treacherous ‘“‘Sumideros.”’ 

Another curious but less agreeable freak 
of nature found in many parts ofé€ Ari- 
zona ‘and New Mexico, and easily réach- 
ed from the main lne of the Southern 
Pacific railway, are the deadly ‘“suml- 
deros.’’ They are a species of mud 
springs, with too much mud to flow, and 
too much w&ter to dry up. They are 
generally round like an ordinary well 
hole, and very deep. In traversing the 
queer corners of this queer region, one 
is apt to be on the lookout for quick 
sands; but there ts no way to avoid a 
“sumeridero.’’ The mud upon the surface 
appears to be baked dry—there is noth- 
ing: to distinguish it from the thirsty 
land around it. But the man or beast 
who steps upon that treacherous surface 
dumps out of sight in an Instant, and 
is never seen again. 

I have never had the temerity to go 
seking one of these death traps, but I 
have conversed with those who have had 
unpleasant experiences with them. One 
old miner tells me he was once loping 
across the dry plain on a Mexican pony, 
when suddenly the little animal disap- 
peared in a great splash of mud. The 
rider, thrown theadlong from his saddle, 
clutched the edges of the pit, and finally, 
with great difficulty, drew himself cut. 


Desert of Death. 

The great American Desert, of which 
one hears so much, {is a veritable Sahara: 
only it is very much larger than the 
‘great African waste. It stretches 2.000 
miles from north to south, west of the 
Rocky mountains, and Is nearly half as 
wide as it is long. Every one of our trans- 
continental lines of railway crosses it at 
some point or other. Yet !t was better 
known a generation ago than it is today— 
that is better known experimentally. 
Then thousands of hardy adventurers, 
panting for the recently discovered gold 
fields in California, traversed this. fear- 
ful waste on foot with their dawdling ox 
teams, hundreds of them le®ving their 
bones to bleech in this thirsty land. The 
few survivors of those weary and peril- 
ous journeys had a very definite idea of 
what that deadly desert meant. We now 
roll across its most grewsome parts in 
Pullman palace cars at a speed of fifty 
miles an hour, and of course its real, but 
still existing horrors are litle noted. 


- And: yet, if its parched sands could but | 


| 


speak their record what harrowing tales 
they could unfold! They could teil us 
gruesome stories of siow-plodding car@- 
vans, whose patient oxen bawled with 
agonies of hunger and thirst as they lift- 
ed their weary, travel worn feet from the 
blistering sands and gravel. They could 


tell us of half-crazed human beings with’ 


wan faces, peering longingly at some dis- 
tant fresh water lake, nerving themselves 
for a last effort to reach its margins only 
.to discover that it was an optical delu- 
sion. It was but a mirage on dry, barren 
sands. 

The summer heat here is said to be al- 
most inconceivable. It often reaches to 
136 degrees in the shade. What must it 
be in:the vertica] rays of fhe sun! A piece 
of iron that has lain in midday sun can 
no more be handled than a red-hot stove. 
Even in the winter: months the midday 
Heat is almost insufferable; and yet dur- 
ing the night the temperature has been 
known to fall to near the freezing point: 
Of course, such violent changes are ex- 
tremely trying to the human system, and 
among the few people who live on the 
edges of the hottest lands, pneumonia is 
not an uncommon disease. 

In the Bed of a Dried-Up Sea. 

At the quaint old Indfan town of Yuma 
we are down to only about 140 feet above 
sea level—a descent of over 4,000 feet 
since leaving Stein's Gap, only 396 miles 
distant. But we do not reach the lowest 
point “on our route till we arrive at the 
little railway town of Salton, 94 miles 
further on. Here the. bed of the rail- 
way track is 263 feet below ocean level! 
In other words, we are now in the dry 
bed of an tancient sea as large as the 
Méditerranean. Our train enters this re- 
markable depression at Volcanic springs, 
skirts its northern rim via Salton to 
Indio, where we begin to ascend its west- 
ern edge. At Palm Springs, only 22 miles 
further on, we are well out of this deadly 
hole and have reached an altitude of near- 
ly 600 feet above sea level. 

Our advent at the station of Yuma, !s 
the signal for assembling of picturesque 
natives—decayed remnants of a once 
fierce and powerful Indian tribe of that 
nlame—each intent upon seeing all that 
may be seen, and equally intent upon his 
or her special souvenir traffic. But do not 
offer then money for their wares; they 
do not seem to know its value. If you 
happen to have about you a little hand 
mirror, or a broken piece of looking glass 
or a few glass beads, or a red cotton 
handkerchief you can easily enter into a 
barter trade with them, each negotiator 
secretly flattering himself that he got the 
bes of the bargain! — y 

On the west side of the Colorado river, 
northward from our train, we see a clus- 
ter of broad verandahed buildings. These 
were originally Fort Yuma. They are 
now devoted to the higher and nobler 
purpose of public instruction, Some years 
ago the war office turned them over to 
the inter‘or department, which establish- 
ed in them a flourishing Indian school. 
Opposite these buildings, just across the 
river, is the territorial prison of Arizona 
—generally pretty well filied, I am told. 
The yellow flowing tide of the Colorado, 
which sweeps down from Wyoming 
through Colorado, Utah, New Mexico and 
Arizona, accounts for the salt inland sea- 
bed at Salton and Indio. The delta at the 
terminus of the river finally shoaled the 
gu:f of California at its head, thus cre- 
ating an isthmus where a narrow tidal 
channel had connected the main gulf 
with the inland extension. Tide water 
thus excluded, a sea was the result, and 
this having no inflowing streams, be-: 
came dry by the natural process of evap- 
oration. It thus became dry land, or 
rather an immense bed of salt. 

The next point of interest is Palm 
Springs, where we are 850 feet abdve 
the saline fields of Salton. Only a short 
d.stance to the southward is the cele- 
brated ‘‘Palm Valley,’’ so called from its 
stately date palms—planted when or by 
whom nobody knows. This charming lit- 
tle valley, with its healing waters and 
dry atmosphere, has already become a 
famous health resort. No foggy breath 
of ocean can reach it; no desert simoon 
can pass its portals. The average humid- 
ity is less than |I5 per cent, No moisture 
here to feed the thirsty pulmonary tur- 
bercle, and without moisture the’ mis- 
chievous little microbe cannot live. | 


Explaining a Phenomenon. 

At different points along our route 
since crossing the Rio Grande we could 
hardly have failed to notice what are 
popuiarly called ‘hog wallows.’’ They 
are seen in many portions of our coun- 
try, but more frequenfly west of the 
Rocky mountains. They are oblong 
mounds raised from 2 to 4 feet from the 
surface.. The spaces between them con- 
stitute the so-called ‘“‘wallows.’’ Much 
“‘gray matter’’ of brain has been exer- 
cised in efforts to account for their 
origin. Perhaps the more generally ac- 
cepted opinion jis that they are the work 
of burrowing animals—such as the ground 
squirrel and prairie dog. But there is 
a much simpler and more sat’ factory 
explanation of their existence. If the ob- 
servant traveler will but keep his eyes 
open, he can hardly fail to witness the 
process. The elements are a steady wind 
in one direction, light movabve sand, and 
a chance shrub for a nucleus. In other 
words, thes2 lHttle mounds. are sand 
waves, arrested in their movements very 


much in the same manner that the ocean 


billows are checked by coral reefs. 


The Western Garden Spot. 

The San Bernardino range of moun- 
tains has occupied the sky line to the 
north of us ever since we left Yuma. 
Their bald crests are usually covered 
with snow in winter. The San Jacinto 
range has been the sky line on the south 
ever e@.nce we left the town of Indio, on 
the western edge of the dry sea. The 
narrow pass between them, crowned by 
the thrifty little town of Jeaumont, con- 
nects the fertile valley of which Los 
Angeles is the metropolis, with the 
ancient sea bed. through which we 
traversed twenty-four hours ago. We are 
now in what is generally conceded to be 
the garden spot of southern California— 
the land of flowers and oranges.

The observer finds 
a simple explanation in the fact that 190 
expert chemists are at work in its labo- 
ratories, that 90 engineers and special- 
ists are employed on the machinery, and 
that 502 clerks, with Teutonic genius for 
sedentary work, are busy in the offices. 
The factory made its first important con- 
quest with the discovery of artificial 
alizarine in coal tar, which was imme- 
diately fatal to the vegetable color known 
‘A; dyers red. Even more important 
was the discovery of artificial indigo, 
which in ten years has reduced the acre- 
age of indigo in India by more than halt.

ON CAPITAL AND LABOR 


By Frank G. Carpenter. 


éé HAT can your department do 
W« settle the existing trouble 
between labor and capital?’ 

TI asked this question of Secretary Cor- 
telyou as we sat together in his office 
in the department of commerce and labor 
@ few days ago. The secretary was look- 
ing over reports from his various bureaus, 
and checking off statistical items running 
bigh into the millions. He has, .you 
know, about fifteen of the most impor- 
tant bureaus in the United States gov- 
ernment, employing more than ten thou- 
Gand men, and entailing an annual ex- 
penditure of more than $10,000,000. All 
the government investigations and in- 
formation about the big corporations and 
combinations of capital, as well ag ques- 
tions connected with labor, come before 
him, so that to a certain extent he rep- 
resents Uncle Sam in all his relations to 
the two. 

The secretary replied: 

“The department of commerce and la- 
bor has no executive functions in settling 
the troubles of capita) and labor. It can- 
not interfere with either party in any 
controversy that may arise. Al] that it 
aims to do is to furnish the fullest in- 
formation possible as to existing condi- 
tions, in order that each party may un- 
derstand more fully just what those con- 
ditions are, and be guided thereby in ar- 
ranging a setilement.”’ 

“What kinds of information, 
retary?’’ I asked. 

“All kinds,’’ was the reply. ‘“Every- 
thing that bears on the relation of labor 
to capital. The elements of cost in va- 
Tious products, the articles cOntrolled by 
trusts and other combinations of capi- 
tal, and the effects that such trusts have 
on pfices. < We are collecting informa- 
tion as to Wages and hours ef work, the 
comparative cost of living and the Kind 
ef living in different parts of the United 
States, the maternal, social, intellectual 


Mr. Seas 


‘and moral condition of the workmen, as 


well as to all matters relating to con- 
troversies and disputes between employ- 
ers and employees. This information ‘s 
for capitalists and wage-earners alike. 
They are on a perfect equality here. The 
department acts only. as an information 
bureau or an educational office, to enabie 
each party to a better understanding of 
what the actual] conditions are.”’ 
Uncle Sam as an Arbitrator. 

“But, Mr. Secretary, the department 
gives information to both parties, and 1¢ 
is perfectly impartial. Why can it not 
be an arbitrator between them?” 

"The department of commerce and la- 
bor has no legal] authority to act as an 
arbitrator between capital and labor,’ 
replied Secretary Corielyou. ‘I see no 
reason, however, why any of its officials 
aay not act as arbitrators of labor con- 
troversies if requested to do so by the 
representatives of both parties. Congress, 
you know, has recOgnized the principle of 
industria] arbitration by the act of Oc- 
tober |, 1881, under which the great Chi- 
cago strike of 1894 was abritrated. That 
act was repealed by the broader’ act of 
June |, 1898. Both of these acts, how- 
ever, related only to disputes between 
employers and employees engaged in in- 
terstate commerce.”’ 

“tiow about the arbitration in the an- 
thracite coal strike?’ 

‘In that strike a commission wags ap- 
pointed by the president at the request 
of both operators and miners, and its au- 
thority to make a binding award rested 
only in the agreement of the operators 
and miners to abide by its decision. As 
you know, the labors of that commission 
were successful.” 

The Situation Growing Better. 

“But, Mr. Secretary, are not such trou- 
bles increasing ?’’ 

“7 think not,’’ was the answer. “The 
relations of capital and labor appear to 
be growing better. A variety of influences 
are operating to this end. The National] 
Civic Federation is bringing about a bet- 
ter understanding between employers and 
employees in sOme parts of the country, 
and much is being done in other ways to 
obviate industrial disturbances; ag for 
instance, by means of trade agreements. 
These agreements have been made by 
employers and employees coming iogether 
largely through their representatives, to 
establish wages, hours of labor and other 
matters for a fixed period. Such agree- 
ments prevent strikes and lockouts, and 
at the present time seem to be one of the 
strongest forces making for industrial 
peace. 

“We have also had some legislation by 
the various states as to boycotting, black- 


.Meting, company stores, women and child 


labor, which has removed some of the 
causes of friction between some of the 
employees. Arbitration boards to which 
labor controversies may be submitted 
have been provided for by twenty-one of 
the states, but only in a few cases have 
guch boards been able to accompiish much 
in the adjustment of aggravated diffi- 
cuities. They are chicily advisory boards, 
Raving no power to enforce their decid- 
| a Sad 
Uncle Sam’s Labor Army. 

‘“TIow many people afte there in the 
United States, Mr. Secretary, who work 
with their hands?” 

“You will find that in the census re- 
ports,” replied Secretary Cortelyou. 


- 
: 


“Take out all who are engaged as pro- 
prietors, clerks and professional men and 
we find that there are eighteen and one- 
half millions who work for wages with 
their hands. Some of these are skilled 
workmen and others unskilled. Of the 
total number about four millions are 
women.’’ 

“What percentage of the whole belong 
to the labor unions?” 

“It ig estimated that there are about 
two millions belonging to the unions.” 

Wages NRising. | 

‘How about wages, are they increas- 
ing in the United States?” 

“Yee,’’ replied Secratary Cortelyou. 
“The bureau of labor has been making 
an investigation of that subject, and its 
estimate is that wages are now on the 
average about !5 per cent higher than 
they were in 1894, 1895 and 1896, and 
10 or !2 per cent above the wages of 
1890, when they were higher than at 
any previous time in our history.” 

But It Is Costing More To Live. 

“How about the cost of living. Has not 
tHat also increased?”’ 

“Yes,” replieq the secretary. ‘‘The bu- 
reau -of labor has investigated that sub- 
ject and it finds that the average cost 
of living of 1902 over that of 1890, the 
country over, had increased 8.3 per cent. 
The investigation was based on the in- 
crease in the retail prices of food on an 
estimated amount used by each family.” 

“Can you give the cost in different 
parts of the country?” 

“Yes,’’ said the secretary of commérce 
and labor, as he picked up a report and 
went over the figures, © ‘“‘The average 
cost of food per family estimated by aver- 
aging 2,567 families in different parts 
of thé Ugited States..was $344.61 each. 
In‘ the “north Atlantit; states the aver- 
age in round numbers was $360 per fam- 
ily and-in.the south Atlantic states 33/2 
per famfly. In the western states it wis 
$322 and in the south central ‘states, 


.$310. These figures are based entirely on 


the retail prices of food and are believed 
to be fairly representative of its actual 
cost to the working man.’ 

About Syndicates and Trusts. 

“What is your department doing as to 
the great combinations of capital?’ 

“The bureau of corporations,’’ replied 
Secretary Cortelyou, ‘thas been gathering 
from all sources the information already 
available as to the various combinations 
of capital which come within its juris- 
diction. It is compiling that information 
and studying it in order to define the 
scope of its inquiries for more specific 
information from such corporations or 
combinations.’’ 

“Will the information the department 
gathers be confidential or will it be print- 
ed so that all may know just how the 
various corporations stand?” 

‘Some of the information of a general 
nature will be published and distributed, 
but as to certain specific information re- 
lating to particular corporations the act 
creating the department expressly pro- 
vides that it is gathered for the purpose 
of enabling the president to make recom- 
mendations to congress for needed legis- 
lation. Such information will be neces- 
sarily confidential as far as the depart- 
ment of commerce and labor is concerned. 
It will be gathered in the public inter- 
est, but none of it can be published ex- 
cept at the express direction of the presi- 
dent.” : 

“But, Mr. Cortelyou, mary people look 
upon your department as the watch dog 
of the investor and stockholder?” said I. 

“Congress did not specify and class as 
one {in whose interest the bureau is cre- 
ated—whose ‘watch dog it ghall be. Its 
duties are plainly defined, and will be 
performed with f{mpartiality, without re- 
gara to gpecial interests, and for the 
benefit of the whole public.’ 

“Will it not make our financial condi- 
tions more stable?” I asked. 

2 “‘Yes,” replied Secretary Cortelyou. ‘‘T 
think there is no doubt but that the 
work & the bureau @&f corporations will 
have a steadying influence on financial 
conditions. It will disseminate actual 
knowledge of general corporate affairs 
and this will largely eliminate the fear 
and uncertainty which are so often dis- 
turbing factors {fn the financial and in- 
dustrial world.”’ t 

Our Commercial Invasion. 

TMhe converaation here turned to com- 
mercial matters, and I asked Secretary 
Cortelyvou to tell me something about our 
business abroad. He replied: 

“Our foreign trade is in a very satisfac- 
tory condition. We exported more goods 
last year than during any preceding year 
in our history. Our exports to FPurope 
were a hundred millions greater than in 
1902 and 60 per cent in excess of those 
of a decade ago. We have increased our 
exports to different countries of -Norch 
America 80 per cent, and in South 
America we sold last year 35 per cent 
mofe goods than we did the year before. 
To Asia and Oceania our exports have 
trebled in the last ten years, and to Africa 
they have! become five times as great. 
Our imports are also increasing, although 
not so rapidly. Last year we imported 
more goods than in any preceding year. 
Indeed, in 1903 the imports amounted 
to nearly a billion dollars.’’ 

“But increased imports mean money 
going out of the country, Mr. Cortelyou,”’ 
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said I. “That is, money thrown away.” 

“I don’t think so,’ was the reply.  ‘“‘It 
shows that the country is proSperous and 
that business is good. About one-half of 
the total imports consists of manufactur- 
ers’ maferials and a large part of the bal- 
ance is composed of fogd stuffs and arti- 
cles which!’ We do not produce at home. 
Much of the manufacturers’ materials go 
abroad again in another shape, and these 
materials last year amounted to $480,000,- 
000, which is an increase of almost 50 per 
cent over similar imports in 1893. That 
indicates the enormous increase in our 
manufacturing industries within the past 
ten years.’’ 

We Lead the World. 

“How does the growth of our trado 
compare with that of other nations, Mr. 
Cortelyou?”’ I asked. 

“Very favorably, indeed,” was the re- 
ply. “Our exports of domestic products 
are greater today than those of any other 
ctintry, and Our exports are growing 
more rapidly than those of any other 
nation. In 1875 we shipped abroad in 
round numbers $497,000,600 worth of 
goods, and in 1903 the sum had grown 
to $1,457,000,000. In 1875 the United 
Kingdom exported $1,087,000,000 
worth of goods, while in 1903 its exports 
were $1,415,000,000 worth. In other 
words; in that time we increased our ¢x- 
ports almost 300 per cent, while those 
of ‘the United Kingdom increased less 
than. 40 per cent. In 1875 our export 
trade was not half as great as that of 
Great Britain and Ireland. In 1903 we 
exceeded the latter country by $40,000,- 
000 worth of exports. Germany in 1875 
had an export trade of $96,000,000 in ex- 
cess of that of the United States. In 
1903 it was more than $250,00,000 behind 
the United States. The United Kingdom 
and Germany are, next to the United 
States, the largest of the exporting na- 
tions. .SO you see how we grow.” 

Our Best Customers. 

“Who are our best custOmers among 
the nations, Mr. Secretary?” I asked. 

“The Unjted Kingdom by far,”’ was the 
reply. “It. takes more of our exports 
than any other country, although Ger- 
many and Caggda take a great deal, and 
the percentage of increase in their case 
is larger. We are increasing our trade 
to Russia, having more than quadrupled 
it in the last ten years. We are also 
selling more goods to Mexico than ever 
before.”’ 

Skinner and Abyssinia. 

“How about Mr. Skinner’s expedition to 
Albyssinia, Secretary Cortelyou. Will that 
expedition: pay?’’ 

“T think that closer business relation- 
ships will prove valuable to our country 
in every case whether they ‘be with large 
nations or small ones, and especially with 
those nations whose consuming powers 
are in a stage of development. The wise 
and experienced nations of the world, 
which have been studying the art of de- 
veloping their export trade, omit no op- 
portunity to cultivate commercial rela- 
tions with all countries. I think the 
United States can with profit follow their 
example.’”’ 

Our Consuls and Our Foreign Trade. 

“Our foreign consuls all report to you, 
Mr. Cortelyou? How do they compara 
with the commercial agents of other na- 
tions ?’’ 

“Yes, they report to me through the 
state department,’’ was’ the reply. ‘“The 
comments by the newspapers and busi- 
ness men of other nations indicate that 
our consular service compares well with 
that of other cOuntries, but that it fs 
not enough 
view. While the work of many of the 


can be much improvement. 
was fully recognized by the president 
and by those of his officials who have 
immediate supervision of the work of the 
consuls. The suggestions made by the 


ig . from time to time with, 
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reference to the practical problems which 
confront them in their attempt to in- 
crease their export trade will undoubt- 
edly prove helpful in this direction. The 
consuls are essentially commercial offi- 
cers. They should play a more vital part 
in the extension of our foreign trade. 
Their relations to the new department 
are one of its pressing problems. The 
department of commerce and labor will 
do its share in the effort to improve this 
service whenever improvement is shown 
to be needed.’’ 

The Big Immigration Question. 

“Returning to the labor question, Mr. 
Secretary. Tell me something about our 
immigrants. I understand we had almost 
a million last year?’ 

“The actual number of the immigrants 
who landed Ww 1903 is 857,000. That is 
the most we have ever had in a single 
year. We came nearest in 1882, when 
789,000 were admitted.” 

‘‘Thhat is an enormous number of peo- 
ple,” said I. ‘Is Uncle Sam big enough 
to digest an annual meal lIike that and 
retain his true Americanism?” 

“That question is a grave one,” replied 
Secretary Cortelyou, “especially consider- 
ing the class of immigrants we are now 
getting. Until within the past fifteen 
years practically all of our immigrants 
came from northern and western Europe, 
and they were largely of Teutonic stock 
They were intelligent and industrious, 
and they have taken a large part in build. 
ing up the country, in molding our in- 
stitutions and contributing to our high 
standard of American citizenship. 

“Within the past fifteen years much 
of our immigration has been from south- 
ern and eastern Europe, composed of ele- 
ments by no means desirable, classes 
which do not easily assimilate with us, 
which congregate in cities and commu- 
nities by themselves, and which may in 
some dgree constitute an unwholesome 
element of our population. During the 
past year 600,000 of this class of immi- 
grants were landed, constituting almost 
70 per cent of the year’s immigration. A 
large percentage of these people do not 
read or write in any language and it will 
be long before they can be made into 
good American eitizens.”

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WHY THE TRIAL — 
WAS POSTPONED 


Boston Man Will Not Come 
to Macon Unless Paid 
for It. 


Macon, Ga, March 1!2.—(Special.)—The 
postponement of the trial of ex-General 
Manager Julian Lane and ex-Auditor 
Henderson, of the Macon and Birming- 
ham railroad, under indictment for an

ABOUT PRICES: 
COTTON GOODS 


Columbus, Ga., March 12.—(Special.)— 
The impression, perhaps generally prev- 
alent, that the price of cotton goods in 
the south is now higher than at any time 
since the war, will receive a distinct jolt 
by a circular letter just issued to the 
trade by the Eagle and Phenix mills, of 
this city. 

Believing that ‘‘a voice from the past 
is generally interesting, and often educa- 
tional,’’ thig enterprising company has 
resurrected sOme price lists of October 
15, 1888, November 15, 1877, and August 
27, 1864. The 1864 prices were quoted by 
H. B. Chaflin & Co.; the other price lists 
were those of the Eaglerand Phenix Man- 
ufacturing Company, predecessors of the 
Eagle and Phenix mills.

G. Gunby Jordan, president 
of the Eagle and Phenix mills, was asked, 
“Yeveral conditions have brought it 
about,”” he replied. ‘‘The average per- 
son will be very much surprised to find 
out that cotton goods have at several 
times in the past, since ithe civil war, 
been decidedly higher than at present. 
At the same time, wages in cotton 
mills in the south have advanced fully 
'O per cent since 1888. The present sit- 
uation simply means that*the cotton man- 
ufacturers are satisfied with smaller 
profits than they formerly expected. At 
the same time, there has been a great 
improvement in machinery and in power, 
and in the genera] economy of mill oper-

Attorney Sromwell Sails for Paris To

New York, March 12.—William Nelson

twenty years and all necessary papers 
for the final transfer. I will also arrange 
the details so that the turning over of 
the property will be simultaneous with 
the turning over of the property and 
rights on the isthmus. I will bring tKack 
the deeds of transfer and they will be 
formally turned over to the attorney gen- 
eral and the secretary of the treasury lv 
New York.” : 

Things are {in such shapea on the isth- 
mus, he said, that Admiral Walker and 
the commission, which sails from New 
York on March 29, will be in a position to

It is the com- 
mon belief that he has prejudged the case 
of the people versus the railroads without 
hearing the roads’ side, and the recent 
Strong letter of Walker D. Hines, first 
vice president of the Louisville and Nash- 
ville road, will do much towards influenc- 
ing voters in favor of the railroads. 

The railroad commission of Alabama 
nearly so much authorit 
as the Georgia commission, and it eaae 
be mecessary for the te legislature to 
remodel the act crea: ng it and greatly 
enlarge its powers before Mr. Comer 
could carry out his intentions, even should 
he be elected and one of the other two 
commissioners should agree with him in 
his views. 

“I do not anticipate any such contin- 
gency, however, as it seems to be the 
general opinion that Mr. Smith will win.”’

RUSSIA’S FAMOUS ADMIRAL 


: 


-WAS:GUEST OF ATLANTAN’ 


TD ADMIRAL MAKAROFF, who 
: is now in command of the Russian 
naval forces in the Far East and 


whose reported act of planning the sortilé 
off Port Arthur that reflected so much 
credit to the Russlan arms, was once 
the guest of Major Millard F. Waltz, 
adjutant general of the departntent of 
the gulf of the United States army, now 
stationed in Atlanta. 7 

This fact devéloped most casually in a 
conversation between two or three offi- 
cers in the department, at which The 
Constitution reporter happened to be 
present. In the discussion of the reports 
from Port Arthur, Major Waltz remarked 
that he hdd once had the pleasure of en- 
tertaining this distinguished officer. 

“It was some ten years ago,” he began, 
“while I was stationed at Memphis. Ad- 
miral Makaroff, who had been in com- 
mand of the Baltic fleet, had just been 
over in the Far East during the Chino- 
Japanese war. He was returning to St. 
Petersburg and made a trip through this 
country. He arrived in St. Louis and 
was particularly anxious to make the 
trip down the Mississippi to. New Or- 
leans. It happened that he just missed 
the Anchor ling boat at that place, so. 
he hurried on to Memphis to catch it 
there. The agent in Memphis received 
word from the St. Louls office to re- 
Serve the captain’s cabin for the admiral 
and in case the boat arrived before he 
did to hold it until he was on board. 
The agent told me about it. and, of 
course, I called on him at his hotel. 

“Admirat Makaroff arrived in the 
morning and after presenting my card 
I asked Rim to luncheon at my club. 
This invitation he accepted and I jm- 
mediately notified a nimber of the mem- 
bers and we held an informal reception 
after luncheon in his honor. I remem- 
ber he was asked to sign his name, and 
he modestly inquired if he should plac2 
simply Makaroff on the club register or 
his full name. His full name was re- 
quested, but it wa® not until another re- 
quest was made that he added bis rank, 
which at that time was rear admiral] of 
the imperial navy of Russia. In all his 
actions he was equally modest. 

‘““‘He was a man of commanding figure, 
not tall after the usual stature of the 
Russians, but he immediately impressed 
you with his personality. He wore a 
long, full beard, which was parted. [ 
Should say at that time he was about 
fifty years old, but the appearances of 
those Russians are deceptive. Certainly 
he was @ man o fexceptional vigor and 
that kind of action that suggests great 
reserve strength. ; 

“After lunch@on I-took him for a drive 
and pointed out the places of principal 
interest in Memphis. He seemed to be 
very enthusiastic regarding America and 
things Amefican, and asked me whera 
he could get a popular history of the 
United States to read on his trip down 
the river. We drove to a leading book 
Store, where the proprietor happened td 
be General Taylor, of the national guard. 
I introduced the admiral to the general. 
giving both tkeir titles. I’saw that he 
was somegvhat perplexed. It was just 
after the “Venezuela trouble when war 
with Great Britain was the chief theme 
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ADMIRAL MAKKROFF, 
Famous Russian Naval Commander 
Who Was Once a Visitor to the 
South. 
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of conversation. I remember General 
Taylor asked him what would be tbe af- 
titude of Russia in the event of war with 
England. 

“I remember perfectly how Admiral 
Makaroff drew himself up and saluting, 
exclaimed, ‘My czar knows the attitude 
of Russia in the event of war between 
America and England.’ I may add it 
brought that part of the interview to an 
immediate close. Afterwards he aske1 
me how it was possible that a general 
was selling books and not in uniform. I 
explained, of course, that he was a brig- 
adier general of the national guard. 

“He had to leave late in the afternoon, 
and as I said goodby he seemed to ex- 
aggerate the few atéentions I had been 
able to show him and writing his name 
on his card asked me to be his guest in 
St. Petersburg. Of course, I thanked 
him and I kept the cdrd, thinking thaf 
it was quite possible that I should sea 
him again. I heard of him often, for 
he returned to th® country afterwards 
to study our methods of combatting with 
the ice in the northern lakes. He is 
himself the inventor of some of the most 
widely used patents or devices used by 
boats in the breaking of ice and it Is 
from this fact-that he received his name 
of the ‘Ice Breaker.’ 

‘We were returning from the Orient 
and had arrived at Malta several years 
later. ‘We were receiving visitors on 
board Our transport and it so happened 
that this particular time I was officer of 
the day. Our second visitor was the Rus- 
sian consul, and I told him briefly of 
my short buf pleasant acquaintance with 
Admiral Makaroff. It was then he told 
me that all Russia looked to him as one 
of her foremost naval) officers, Of course, 
I was sorry not to see him again, but 
it was impossible to go to St. Petersburg 
at that time.’’ 

It was just at this point that one of 
the clerks came into the Office with a 
sheet of paper quite a yard square, cov- 
ered with columns on columns of figures 
and the rest of the story was interrupted.

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RAILWAY NOTES, 
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That through trains will be running 
from New York to New Orleans by way 
‘of the Atlantic Coast Line and the At- 
lanta and West Point road is a rumor 
that has been revived by the proposed 
establishment of a joint city ticket and 
passenger office for the West Point, the 
Georgia and the Central: 2 

It is not thought that the Central has: 
any part in. this suggested maneuver, 
but it is the opinion of. well-posted rail- 
road men that within a/ few months 
there will be another and a good through 
service between the north and the south. 

The proposed new route was outiined 
in The Const:tution several months ago, 
and at that time it was generally ac- 
cepted. by railroad men as one of the 
strong probabilities of the near future. 
And now that the announcement of the 
new arrangement of the ticket offices of 
the several roads has been made public, 
it is regarded as foreshadowing the early 
consummation of the plans for a fast 
through service which the Coast Line has 
been known to desire for many years. 

The Pennsylvania will handle this train, 
when it is established, from New York 
to Washington; from that point it will 
be run over the tracks of the Richmond, 
Fredericksburg and Potomac to Rich- 
mond, from thence over the Coast Line 
to Augusta, the Georgia from Augusta 
to Atlanta, the West Point from Atlanta 
to Montgomery, and the Louisville and 
Nashville from Montgomery to New Or- 
leans. The Coast Line controls all the 
roads named except the Atlanta and 
West Point, and ft is understood that it 
will not be difficult for the Coast Line 
to make such necessary arrangements 
with the West Pomt and the Western of 
Alabama as will permit that road to 
operate the train which is said to be In 
contemplation. 

From a source that is practically an 
authority it is learned that there ts a 
strong probability that a Coast Line man 
will be placed at the head of the joint 
ticket and passenger offices of the roads 
mentioned above. It*was not stated as a 
positive fact, but the railroad man re- 
ferred to gave it as his opinion that 
such would probably be the case. He 
did not claim to have any inside im- 
formation in regard to the matter, but 
merely stated it as a conclusion that he 
had drawn from the facts that were 
known. 

What part the Central will play in this 
deal, if there should be any such, is 
absolutely unknown here, so far as could 
be learned. According to the best opin- 
ion, the Centra] wil not be in the affair 


at all, but will simply use the joint office # 


for the purpose of cutting Cown expenses. 

The entire matter is speculation at 
present, and nothing may come of it 
during the present year. But it is an al- 
most certainly settled thing that within 
a reasonably short time there will be 
another through train from the north to 
New Orleans via Atlanta,

It has been 
observed that more than One of them 
come in daily at a rate of about 10 miles 
an hour, and it is a source of wonder to 
those who see it that in spite of the 
warning whistle which is blown there has 
not been a serious accident as the result 
of such speed. There is so much noise 
and confusion in the shed when there 
are a number of trains preparing to 
leave that those who are standing there,

It is reported that the Retvizan, 
which, it is understood, was then inside 
the entrance of the harbor, was struck 
€everal times and that there were fatali- 
ties among thé crew. 

It is also said that the Golda hill forts 
were badly damaged and that there were 
many casualties among the remaining 
non-combatants in the new town, which 
suffered most. One building in the rear 
of the war bureau was destroyed and else- 
where a shell annihilated an entire 
family.

As He Leaves To Take Com- 
mand of Russian Army 


Remarkable Scenes In St. Petersburg 
As the Great Soldier Departs For 
Far East—Thousands Are 
Present to Witness 


Departure. 


St. Petersburg, March § 1!2.—General 
Kuropatkin, accompanied by his entire 
staff, left here at 6 o’clock this evening 
on a special train for the Far East, where 
he will take command of the Manchurian 
army. 

The departure of the general was mark- 
ed by demonstrations of patriotism and 
personal regard such as seldom have been 
witnessed in the Russian capital. The 
thousands .of persons who lined the 
Nevsky prospect and the approaches to 
the Nicholas railroad station vied with the 
highest persons itn the empire. in giving 
vent to expressions of confidence in the 
new commander who is to lead the em- 
peror’s armies to victory. 

Modestly and without the accompani- 
ment of music or’ escort the general 
drove to the station in an open carriage. 
His passage down the broad boulevard 
‘was followed by a storm of cheers which 
grew louder as the crowd grew denser 
near the station. Here the enthusiasm 
broke out into mighty shouts. 

As General Kuropatkin reached the 
head of the stairs General Eggrestoff, 
white-haired and trembling with emotion, 


presented him with a small image of ,; 


Alaxis. General Kuropatkin knelt rever- 
ently and accepted the talisman. 

General Kuropatkin then stepped for- 
ward. His strong personality was strik- 
ingly illustrated in the way he moved 
through the room. His grizzled beard 
and plercing eyes suggested a resem- 
blance to Grant. He greeted all present, 
embracing and kissing old comrades and 
shaking hands’ with officers. 

The Korean minister to Russa, who 
was present, was as enthusiastic as any 
Russian and seemed to regard General 
Kuropatkin as the savior of his country. 
He pushed and struggied hard to get 
near enough to shake the general's hand 
and wish him every success. Several 
ladies who were present could not refrain 
from kissing the hero of the hour and 
the attention which he gallantly recipro- 


cated. 

As the train slowly gathered headway 
every voice in the vast multitude broke 
out into a roar of cheers and @lessings.

JAPS CAUGHT. 
FOES NAPPING 


Czar’s Ships Almost De- 
serted at Time of First 
Attack. 


Berlin, March 12.—<A letter from a Ger- 
man resident of Port Arthur dated 
February !|5 was published today. The 
writer describes the boundless embitter- 
ment of all classes against the Japanese 
the day after the first night attack, and 
explains that the Russians were ‘“‘exer- 
cising that evening, and that the Japan- 
ese torpedo boats were taken for Rus- 
sians.’’ 

Continuing, the letter says: 

“Two-th.rds of the Russians having ob- 
tained shore leave, some of them were 
calling on Mme. Stark, wife of Admiral 
Stark, to congratulate her, according to 
the Russian custom, upon the anniversary 
of her name day while others were at the 
theater, at their homes, or visiting com- 
rades. The officers, found by the police 
of them, reached their 
siups only after the Japanese had with- 
drawn.”’ 

The writer declared that the Japanese 
wou:d have destroyed the whole squadron 
if they hed attacked that evening with 
their entire force, as the Russians had 
not even distributed ammunition to their 
batteries, 

The explosions of shells in the attack 
the followmg day smashed the windows 
in the exposed parts of the city and oc- 
casioned much alarm, The majority of 
the inhabitants passed the ensuing night 
in the open air beyond the range of fire, 
Prices rose feverishly, bread became un- 
attainable and cabmen demanded $3 for 
a |15-cent ride, 


GIRL BEHEADED 
BY JAP SHELL 


Details of the Recent Bom- 
bardment at Port 
Arthur. 


Port Arthur, March 12.—Last night 
passed without inc,dent. The Japanese 
squadron, which disappeared after Thurs- 
day’s bombardment, has not returned. 
The Russian squadron proceeded to sea 
this morning and returned this afternoon. 
It is understood no Japanese ships were 
sighted. 

Although during the bombardment a 
number of shells from the Japanese ships 
burst in the streets of the town, the 
damage to the builings was compara- 


tively slight 


The new town sustained the greatest 
damage. A shell burst a few yards from 
the house of M. Sidorski, a tawyer, whose 
wife is a daughter of Colonel Baron 
Frank M. Sidorski, and his daughter was 
killed on the spot, the latter’s head be- 
ing blown off. Mme. Sidorski was in- 
jured by fragments of a sNell, and a 
girl named Waleritsch was wounded and 
died soon afterwards in a hospital. A

men were wounded. General Stoessel, the 
commander of the Russian troops at 
Port Arthur, and his staff, while watch- 
ing the bombardment from a battery. 
were peppered by spl.nters from a shell, 
but sustained no injuries On Golden 
hill, Lieutenant Watchin and one soldier 
were wounded. Two sentries on Electrie 
cliff were wounded, 

A Japanese ironclad was struck by a 
Riussian shell and slowly withdrew. 

The bombardment, which was severe, 
only ceased at 12:45 o’clock in the af-

The pro- 
tected cruiser Novik, to which he trans- 
ferred his flag in the attempt to rescue 
the torpedo boat'destroyer, is practically 
without armor protection. 

Admiral Makaroff’s predeliction for 
sw:ft ships has earned him the sobriquet 
of the ‘“‘Cossack of the Sea.” He is not 
likely to give the enemy much rest while 
any of his cruisers or torpedo boats re- 
main afloat. Something like a night tor- 
pedo boat attack on the enemy’s base 
beyond the Elliott islands, for instance, 
will be such a thing as the adm.ral will 
undertake.

Paris, March !12.—An informal sug- 
gestion that France and the United States 
act jointly ag peacemakers in the Far 
Eastern war has been made within the 


, last week, and although officers hold 
that any peace overtures 


would be fu- 
tile at present, the suggestion leads to the 
belief in high quarters that France and 
the United States will become the even- 
tual peacemakers, 

The suggestion comes from an Ameri- 
can railroad man who probably has the 
largest dealings with Russia of any 
American. During a recent visit to Paris 
he called at the Am@rican embassy and 
other official quarters. He strongly urs- 
ed that France and the United States, 
by reason of their international friend- 
ship toward the belligerents, were spe- 
cially qualified to initiate a peace move- 


ment. 

The suggestion was entirely unofficial 
and informal, but none the less it wus 
thought that it would prove a germ for 
official action. No gi:ch official action 
is likely at the present time, as it is the 
accepted view of the French and Amer- 
ican authorities that neither belligernt 
would listen to any peace overtures,

The families of American missionaries 
south of the Yalu are not considered to 
'be in any danger, but every precaution 
is being taken for their safety. 

A messenger from the mines at Unsan, 
wlio left Chinampo on Wednesday last, 
Says everything is quiet in that vicinity. 
Only a few reconnoitering parties of 
Cossacks are seen north of that point, 
and there are probably only a few hun- 
dred Russians in all south of the Yalu. 
‘There is little prospect for any serious 
conflict in this quarter within the next 
six months. 

Thus far there has been no trouble at 
the mines and there is Httle likelihood 
they will be interfered with, both sides 
having given every assurance in that re- 
spect. The only possible danger is from

There- 
fore, no state of war gave the Japanese 
the right to violate her neutrality by 
lan g troops in her territory. Even the 
consent of Korea, though extorted by 
the Japanese, is without force, from the 
fact that the dispatch of troops was 
only before. the war, but before the 
breaking off of diplomatic relations, 1s 
clearly established and indeed acknowl- 
edged by the Japanese themselves. 

The Attack on Chemuipo. 

Japan’s contention, in defense of the 
attack on the Russian ships at Chemulpo, 
that the part was not neutral February 
9, is false again, because Korea had 
proclaimed her neutrality. 

Japan’s denial. of malicious interfer- 
ence with the transmission of Russian 
telegrams over the Danish cable cannot 
be sustained. <A telegram to Baron De- 
Rosen, then Russian minister to Japan, 
at Tokio, sent from St. Petersburg Feb- 
ruary 4, was not delivered till the morn- 
ing of February 7. ‘That delay did not 
occur on the Siberian line, as shown by 
the fact that a reply to a telegram from 
Viceroy Alexieff sent at the same time 
was received the same day. Therefore 
it is conclusive that the DeResen tele- 
gram was held by the Japanese and not 
delivered for two days. 

Communication with M. Pavloff, thea 
Russian minister to Korea, by the Ko- 
rean telegraph ceased In the middle of 
January. As the Koreans were enjoy- 
ing friendly relations with Russia. there 
is good grounds for believing that the 
interruption was due to the Japanese. 
Thereafter M. Pavloff used a mail steam- 
er or a small warship to communicate 
with Port Arthur. The minister of Rus- 
sia at Seoul February 8, therefore, knew 
nothing of the diplomatic rupture. 

Seizure of Merchant Ships. 

Japan pleads-that the charge against 
her seizure of Russian merchantmen be- 
fore the declaration of war cannot lle 
after the establishment of prize courts. 
Their seizure before the declaration of 
war being piracy, is not defensible by the 
establishment of prize courts, which can- 
not exist before a declaration of war. 
The steamer Russia was seized in the 
waters of southern Korea before M. Ku- 
rino had presented his note here. 

The reply concludes: 

“Our information regarding Japan's an- 
nouncement that in future Korea would 
be under her administration came from 
M. Pavloff and also from the representa- 
tive of a friendly power at Seoul. Japan's 
denial consequently is fruitless, as also 
is the attempt to refute our statement 
that the Russian minister and consul at 
Seoul were told to leave. We had con- 
clusive sroof in St. Petersburg Feb- 
ruary !0 that the French minister at 
Seoul had officially notified our repre- 
sentatives that the Japanese government 
hed intimated that they shou!ld leave and 
that the Japanese had occupied territorv 
in Korea. M. Pavioff was unable to 
notify our consul at Fusan, his telegram 
being refused at the telegraph office.”

Doubt is felt as to whether the mission- 
ary reported slain was Rev. Benjamin La- 
baree, D.D., the father, or Rev. Benjamin 
W. Labaree, the son.

watermelon has absorbed its necessary supply of sun and soil, it ceases to be 
the property of the man who planted the seed until he can get it into wagon 
and crate, and have it well on the way to market. In other words, there is 
an interim between tipening and marketing during which the watermelon is 
common property, as any wise and truly dignified judge will tell you. 

It should be allowed a whole night in which to cool, and then it should be 
uppropriaved before the sun begins to shine on it again. No knife is necessary 
to the enjoyment of the feast that must shortly follow. A swift blow of the 
fist is sufficient to expose the exquisitely colored meat, and if the rind be 


somewhat jagged and irregular, What of it? 


The hand should be inserted into 


the juicy center and the delicacy conveyed to the mouth in the way that na- 
ture provides. The nectar will be smeared on your face and trickle down your 
sleeve, but the houf, the method, and the risk—for it must be eaten not more 


than 10 feet from where it grew—give it a delicious piquancy and a wild sweet- 


ness that are foreign to ail melons that have been on the market or have be- 


come the victims of traffic. 


Nevertheless, the youngest of us have one consolation, and that is that the 
times in which they are fiving, the times that are so new and strange, will, in 
their turn, become the old fimes, and take on the glamour of poetry and ro- 
mance; and half a century bence men will be sighing over them, just as men 
are now sighing over the oid times that are past and gone. So that, in this 
view of the case, the old times are really the best times.

Old Friends and New Fashions. 

It has not been so very long ago 
when nearly every newspaper in the 
land strove to be in some sort a family 
paper, and, weekly or daily, each one 
carried its quota of miscellaneous in- 
formation, sometimes ig a column or 
department by itself, and sometimes as 
a means of filling out. A number of 
these miscellaneous items make the 
rounds of the’ press for years; for 
though they seem to die and are for- 
gotten, they are revived again, and 
continue their travels as briskly as if 
they were the invention of the mo- 


ment. 
But the newspapers that consider 


themselves up to date have somewhat 
changed the method and style of what 
is called miscellaneous information. 
Articles and items that would formerly 


‘have fallen in this category have been 


taken out of their accustomed corners 
and are made to do duty as mild sen- 
sations. They have scare heads over 
them, and glare at the public from sur- 
roundings that give them a new and 
malignant emphasis. In this way they 
have lost all their old-time, matter-of- 
fact mildness and are compelled to 
contribute to our special wonder. Fre- 
quently, indeed, they are presented to 
us in the shape of editorial articles, 
and in that way are supposed to take 
on several degrees of additional im- 


portance. 
Readers of newspapers do not have 


to be very old to remember the inter- 


esting items that have been concocted 
about our old friend the pin. Long 
columns of statistics, articles with 
economy for their moral, paragraphs 
of a historical character, and ftems 
without number have been written 
about the pin, so that this useful do- 
mestic instrument may be said to be 
the subject and center of quite a re- 
spectable body of literature. We are 
all familiar with the query, ““What be- 
comes Of all the pins that are made?” 
and equally as familiar with the vari- 
ous statements to the effect that if all 
the pins that have been lost could: be 
found, the world would be better and

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called push-pin, with which the chil- 
dren amuse themselves, and it is a 
time-honored custom that pins should 
take the place -of currency among the 
youngsters. There can be no real 
boy’s circus unless the admission fee 
is calculated in pins, and if you desire 
a front seat, you would do well to rob 
the household pin cushion and get a 
ticket of admission before the show 
begins. Moreover, some pleasing lit- 
tle superstitions depend on the pin to 
‘hold them together. For it jis very 
well known that if you find a pin with 
its head toward you and insist on pick- 
ing it up, ill luck will be your portion. 
The thing to do in such an emergency, 
as we have been informed by those 
who know, is to walk past the pin, 
)pretending that you failed to see it, 
and then, returning, pick it up with the 
point presented to your feet. Thus, 
what would have been ill luck is 
changed into good luck, and the rea- 
son, as all know, is simple. 

We shall not look very far in the 
newspapers before we come face to 
face with a numbereof familiar items, 
and in these our old friends—or ene- 
mies, if you prefer it so—coffee, tobac- 
co and alcohol, play leading Parts. 
For more than a century each succeed- 
ing generation has been warned that 
coffee is rank poison, and yet people 
go on drinking it at such a rate that 
we must come to the conclusion that 
the views of the old citizen who had 
been drinking coffee by the quart al] 
his life have come to prevail. When 
told that coffee is poisonous, especially 
when drank in large quantities, his re- 
ply was that it must be a very slow 
poison, for he had been drinking it 
four times a day for sixty years, with 
the exception of the interval created 
by the war, and he was never really a 
well man during the period of his de- 
privation. 

We learn now that the people of this 
country in the course of a year drink 
1,500,000,000 gallons at a cost of 10 
cents a gallon. This is very interest- 
ing information, especially in the face 


of the prediction, freely made, that the 
prices of the aromatic berry is likely 
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that anonymous chemical investiga- 
tors—it is queer how anonymous your 
modern scientist can be—have come to 
the conclusion that nicotine (named 
after Jean Nicot, its discoverer) has 
nothing to do with the nervous and 
muscular ills that afflict the man with 
the cigar. The insidious reptile con- 
cealed in tobacco is in the shape of a 
gas—carbon monoxide gas—identical 
with the . dangerous. constituent of 
} water gas; and to smoke one ounce of 
tobacco is to turn loose a pint of the 
fearful carbon monoxide. 

In the by-laws of genuine reform, 
alcohol heads the list of deadly pois- 


ons that do not produce their fatal re- 
sults at once, but Dr. Woods Hutchin- 
son, secretary of th¢ state board of 
health, whé@ declares that whisky 
drinking is a good thing—a harmless 
luxury for the strong and the vigorous, 
though a poison to the weak, the 
worthiess and the undesirable. In his 
view, alcohol is doing a great work in 
aiding nature to get rid of those who 
are unfit to live, and in preserving 
those who are likely to be of some 
benefit to the country and the com- 
munity. : ee 

We must politely protest against this 
form of natural selection. Nature is 
a pattern of sobriety, and we cannot 
be made to believe that she has any 
sympathy with, or stomach for the 
artificial and highly-colored decoctions 
of man. Over against the Oregonian 
secretary we would place Mr. Justine 
Ingersoll, who declares that cow’s milk 
is poisonous to a high degree, being 
the medium through which the most 
deadly diseases that afflict the human 
family are transmitted. Indeed, he 
claims that it is not only the medium, 
but the cause, of disease, and he cites, 
in support of his contention that in 
countries where no cow’s milk is used 
there are no tubercular diseases. 


Well, what is poor humanity to do? 
Our drinking water is full of microbes, 
Our warm and comfortable dwellings 
are a constant peril to health, our 
food of every sort is dangerous, and 
everything we drink is likely to-con-. 
tain the spores of contagion. There 
is nothing left for us but to buy a 
dime’s worth of peanuts, take a front 
seat in the gallery of life and watch 
our friends and neighbors play out 
their little parts. 

It will be observed that the items of 
miscellaneous information have ac- 
quired from the “scientific” thought of 
the day quite a dogmatic tone. With 
this exception, they are all familiar. 
We miss the figures about buttons, but 
that is because some scientist has in- 
vented suspenders that are fastened 
with a clasp, while another is the au- 
thor of a button that does not need to 
be sewed on, showing that the world 
moves.

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The Terrible Boll Weevil. 
The esteemed Houston Post, which 


' 


}ts up on the bugology and other things 


peculiar to the continent of Texas, 
caught The Constitution napping in a 
cursory editorial review of a bulletin 
on the cotton boll worm. The writer 
confounded the boll worm with the 
boll weevil, taking them for one and the 
same thing, failing to perceive that the 
agricultural department’s bulletin 
dealt with the well-known pest of the 
entire cotton belt and not at all with 
the newer pest of the Texas end of it. 
The error was discovered by the edi- 
tor of The Constitution too late for 
correction, and we were expecting to 
hear from the weevil region. We 
know of no contemporary that can 
correct uS with more grace and intel- 
ligence than The Post, and there is 
pleasure and profit in a correction 
from such a source. 

Cotton growers this side of the Mis- 
sissippi have heard of the Mexican boll 
weevil but vaguely and few of them 
have read a concrete description of 
that pestiferous insect. The Post 
says the mistake of confounding it 
with the ordinary boll worm, familiar 
to most Georgia planters, has been 
made before, and then goes on to de- 
scribe the weevil minutely and with a 
comprehensiveness that will be highly 
appreciated by those of our readers 
who are interested in the interesting 
subject—and who in the cotton belt is 
not interested in it? 


We are pleased to quote The Post's 
excellent editorial at length: 


AS évery one who has studied the mat- 
ter knows, the boll worm and the boll 
weevi] are entirely dissimilar. The worm 
is exactly what its name indicates—a 
worm—and the weevil] is a bug, an insect. 
The one is to be regarded from a zoolog- 
ical standpoint, while the other is to be 
viewed entomologically. The boll worm 
has done a considerable amount of dam- 
age in Texas, but its work is infinitesi- 
mal as compared with that of the boll 
weevil. The worm attacks corn and va- 
rious fruits, while so far ag expert en- 
tomologists have been able to djscover, 
the weevil is devoted solely and entirely 
to cotton. The worm develops from eggs 
deposited by a small moth and when full 
grown attains a considerable size, rang- 
ing from | 1!-4 to [ I-2 inches in length. 
Its metamorphosis from the egg stage 
to the adult stage occupies only about 
twenty-five to thirty days in warm 
weather, and when it is full grown it 
leaves the Plant on which it has been 
feeding, drops to the ground, burrows 
a short distance under the surface and 
prepares for propagation... The weevil 
is an insect considerably smaller than 
the boll worm moth, and is remarkable 
for its immunity from the effects of 
exposure and lack of food. Weevils 
frozen in solid cakes of ice have been 
found to be as merry anfl chipper as 
ever after being thawed out, while nu- 
merous cases are on record in which 
specimens have been kept in sealed jars 
and other receptacles, with4ut ‘fodd or 
drink, for from thirty to forfy-five days 
before succumbing to the inevitable. 

But the greatest difference} of all is 
that, while the department of agricul- 
ture is able to successfully pr the 
boll worm, in a measure at leabt, no ef- 
fective means of exterminating the 
and so 
serious does the situation appar that 
Secretary Wilson and several off the de- 


partment experts have gone 60 as to 
4 


which seems to be steadily progressing 
in the direction of those cotton producing 
states which have not yet become in- 
fected. 

The offer of the state of Texas of a 
prize of $50,000 to anyone bringing for- 
ward a cheap and successful method of 
stamping out the weevil has as yet re- 
sulted in no tangible benefit, and in the 
event of the failure of the campaign 
which is now being waged under the 
$250,000 appropriation made by congress, 
the planters of the south will be com- 
pelled to look to something besides cot- 
ton for their principal revenues. of 
course, through an _ interposition of 
(Providence, the weevil may leave Texas 
of its own accord, ag it came, and the 
states farther to ‘the east may not be 
harnfed, but it must be confessed that 
the outlook is anything but encouraging. 

The department of agriculture has beén 
investigating and fighting the boll worm 
ever since 1854. The boll weevil crossed 
the Rio Grande only four or five years 
ago. It would be hardly fair to figure 
that we will have to wait a half century 
before the new pest can be effectively 
controlled, for the department is right 
now doing everything there is to be done. 
But we repeat that the outlook is not 
er.couraging. 

From the foregoing lucid description 
it will be understood that the boll 
weevil is the most destructive and in- 
eradicable pest known to agriculture— 
a worse pest than was ever the chinch 
bug to the wheat growers of the west 
and immeasurably more harmful and 
difficult to control than is. the boll 
worm, the worst cotton plant pest 
known to our eastern planters. From 
our Texas contemporary’s description, 


we take it that the boll weevil is some- 


thing in form and habit like the 
chinch bug, and, if this be true, we 
naturally wonder whether the method 
of minimizing the ravages of the 
chinch bug by turning loose upon it an 
insect that makes it its prey, will not 
come to the rescue of the weevil- 
plagued farmers of south Texas. 
Again, we wonder whether, like the 
chinch bug, the Mexican boll weevil is 
worse at some seasons than at others, 
at times disappearing, or practically 
disappearing. Is it affected by wet 
seasons or extreme drouth? 

The Post writes with a pessimism 
not to be mistaken, but unless we 
have been 
statistics of the annual cotton yield of 
the south Texas counties infested by 
the weevil, those counties have steadi- 
ly increased their cotton production 
each year since the deadly little in- 
sect brought his unwelcome baggage 
across the Rio Grande. To a great 
extent, no doubt, this has been done 
through a largely increased cotton 
acreage, though we understand the 
farmers Who have come to know the 
weevil by sorry experience have learn- 
ed cultural methods that tend to limit 
and control somewhat its ravages. If 
the pest can be even measurably 
abated, we cannot see why the Texas 
farmers will have to abandon cotton 
culture when they have such an abun- 
dance and high quality of land. No 
doubt the government appropriation 
now available for the purpose will re- 
sult in having the Texas planter 
taught cultural] methods that will rob 
the weevil of much of its power to 
harm, taking for granted that the in- 
sect bears a charmed life and simply 


cannot be exterminated. 
Another thing our eastern planters 


are’ interested in knowing is whether 
the weevil infection is transmissible by 
the shipment of cotton seed or raw 
cotton from one point to another. 
it is, there is grave danger of the 
pest shortly invading the entire south. 
Such a plague is as insidious as @ 
germ disease and as difficult to com- 
bat. If the eggs of the weevil have 
the vitality of the parent insect and 
are infinitesimal in size, they might 
be carried grom state to state by the 
ordinary channels of commerce and do 
infinite mischief. This possibility 
should be thoroughly inquired into by 
science, and if the danger exists, every 
precaution that can be officially taken 
in the way of quarantine and other- 
wise must be taken by the states this 
side of the Mississippi. We heard of 
a lot of loose cotton from the weevil- 
infected district of Texas being in At- 


lanta last week. 
We earnestly hope our Texas neigh- 


bors will find the weevil is more of a 
bugaboo than otherwise, so far as the 
future of cotton growing in the Lone 
Star state is concerned. Perhaps it 
will disappear, as The Post suggests, 
as mysteriously as the plague of grass- 
hoppers disappeared from Kansas. 

The situation is: critical, however, 
and every effort of science and intelli- 
gent husbandry should be put forth to 
minimize the ravages of the boll 
weevil and stay his slow but seeming- 
ly sure march from the south half of 
Texas to Red river and on toward the 
Mississippi. The destruction of the 
cotton crop of the south from such a 
cause would not be a local calamity 
only. It would involve in its misfor- 
tune the whole round world and the 
human race generally.

The Fulton County Parker Club was or-

The meeting was temporarily organized 
with R. L. Avery as chairman and F. E. 
Callaway as secretary. Permanent or- 
ganization followeu at once. E. C. Thomas 
put W. C. Waddell in nomination for the 
presidency, but Mr. Waddell declined that 
office, saying, however, that he would be 
glad to serve the club in any other ca- 
pacity.

“STRIKES DO NOT PAY” 
SAYS TERENCE POWDERL 
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TERENCE V. POWDERLY. 
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He Tells How Men Should Help Their Employers. 


Discusses the 


Proflt - Shaving 


System.

Washington, D. C., March !1.—(Specfal.) 
“T don’t believe in strikes for the labor- 


ing man.” ‘ 

These weve the words of Terence V. 
Powderly, as we chatted together in his 
house facing the Soldier’s Home park this 
afternoon. They are significant words, 
because .they come from the mouth of a 
labor leader, a man who has worked with 
his hands and who has gone through 
every gradation of labor, organized and 
unorganized. Mr. Powderly was the son 
of a working man. At thirteen he earned 
his daily bread; at fifteen he was a switca 
tender; at seventeen he was an apprentice 
in the Delaware and Hudson car shopes; 
at twenty-one a machinist, and for years 
thereafter he worked at his trade. A 
man of ability and an orator, he soon be- 
came a leader of his fellows, and after a 
time was made general master workman 
of the Knights of Labor, and as Such 
the head of the organized labor of the 
United States. He held that position for 
fourteen years, during which time the 
Knights of Labor grew until they em- 
braced unions in every part of the coun- 
try and had more than a million mem- 
bers. They became a business and po- 
litical force, and Mr. Powderly, as their 
head, was the first of the labor leaders 
to inspire a respect f organized labor. 
He was cool and consefvative and was, 
in fact, the advance representative of 
the practical, diplomatic, business-like 
men who form the best type of the labor 
leaders of today. 

After leaving the leadership of the 
Knights of Labor Mr. Powderly studied 
law in Pennsylvania and was admitted io 
the bar there and also to practice before 
the supreme court here at Washington. 
He was, during President McKinley’s ad- 
ministration, the commissioner general of 
immigration, but he has now gone back to 
his practice, although he has by no means 
dropped his interest in labor and labor 
questions. 

Strikes Don’t Pay. 

“No, I don’t believe in strikes,” said he. 
“T have never belleved in them and have 
done all I could to keep my men out of 
them. They don’t pay. They are not 
necessary, and they bring great suffering. 
Nine-tenths of the troubles between em- 
ployers and employees are based on mis- 
understandings and precipitatte action. 
Both parties are afraid of each other, and 
they stand off when they should come to- 
gether. Sometimes the men have a egriev- 
ance and one of the indiscreet among 
them complains of the situation to a 
newspaper reporter and a sensational ar- 
ticle is published, saying the men are 
going to strike. This makes the em- 
ployer angry. He asks why the men did 
not come to him with their troubles, in- 
stead of going to the papers. The report 
hurts his business, and he is in a fit 
mood for a fight. All this is wrong, The 
employers and employees should come 
closer together and each should try to 
know and understand the other. Thev 
should not wait for trouble, but should 
affiliate in the interest of industrial 
peace.” 


How the Men Should Help Their 


Employers. 

‘What do you mean by that?” I asked. 

‘TI mean that when the business is going 
on all right and the men are satisfied the 
employer should show an interest in them. 
and, if possible, get closer to them. I 
mean that the men at such a time should 
go to their employer and say, We are 
doing well, we like our job and we are 
satisfied with our wages. Now, we want 
to know if there is any way in which we 
can help your business. It is to our in- 
terest to have you make money an® any- 


thing that we can do to make the busi- . 


ness pay better we will do. Such an ac- 
tion would bring the two together, and 
the average employer, if his success was 
greater through such action, would be 
glad to reward it by higher wages.”’ 

“Then the interest of the employer js 
the interest of the man?” I asked. 

“Yes, it is,’ replied Mr, Powderly. “The 
men are dependent for their work on the 


Success of the capitalist, and he is de 
pendent on them.” 
The Partnership Question. 

“Then why should not the two go into 
partnership?’’ 

“They are in a partnership whether the 
men will acknowledge it or not,’’ was the 
reply; ‘“‘but the partnership differs from 
the ordinary partnership in that each 
party has an individual interest antago- 
nistic to the other. Each wants the big- 
gest share of the profits; the laboring 
man his increased wages, the capitalist 
his in cutting wages down to increase the 
profits. The two are working together, 
but at the same time always pulling 
apart. It is one of the most delicate 
relations on earth.” 

‘(Do you think the laboring man is ben- 
efited by being a partner in the shop or 
factory for which he works?’ 

“Yes, IY do. Such a partnership, if the 
men have a place on the directorate, 
shows them how the business is really 
running. They learn the difficulties, 
losses and troubles of the management 
and get a look at the other side of the 
ledger. If business is bad they are less 
ready to strike and if good they get a 
Share of the profits.” 

Independent Plants Run by Work- 
men. 

“How about the laboring men joining 
and starting independent places of their 
own ?*’ 

“Such enterprises seldom succeed,” said 
Mr. Powderly. ‘They have been tried 
and they are likely to be tried again, 
now that so much money is accumulating 
in the treasuries of the trades unions. 
I see in the papers that some of the 
unions of Chicago have so much money 
they talk of starting a bank. The United 
Mine Workers, for instance, have over 
$1,000,000 in their treasury.’’ 

“But, as I fiave said,” continued Mr. 
Powderly, ‘‘such things fail. Why? 1 
will tell you why. Managing a great 
business {is as much of a profession as 
the proper handling of certain tools’ is 
a trade. It is only to be acquired by 
natura] skill and long training. If you 
should put a banker to building a steam 
engine he would fail, and so will the 
machinist fail who tried to manage a 
bank or a factory.. There are exceptions 
I grant you, but ninety-nine times out of 
a hundred either will fail. This is more 
SO every year as businesses and trades 
are specialized. In the big undertakings 
of today the capacity required ig greater 
than ever before.’’ 

“What do the laboring men think of 
their chances of eventually becoming 
theirSown managers?’’ 

“I don’t think their ambition runs that 
way, at least not as a mass. Individuals 
do rise and wil] always rise as long as 
God gives men different capacities and 
talents. We shall have Carnegies and 
Schwabs as long as brain married to 
brawn bring forth great fortunes. The 
peculiar brains will come to ene top, 
however hard you etir the business and 
labor kettle to keep them down. 

Attorney of Abram S. Hewitt. 

“But as to the masses of laboring men 
Owning and controlling factories them- 
Selves, they are afraid of it,” Mr. Pow- 
derly continued. ® 

“I remember when I was general master 
workman of tiie Knights of Labor, Abram 
S. Hewitt, Peter Cooper’s son in law 
who owned some of the greatest tron 
works of the country, offered to let his 
men in the fron works at Trenton take 
that plant and run it. Mr. Hewitt was 
noted for his friendship to the laboring 
man. He never had any serious trouble 
notwithstanding he employed thousands 
and in hard times he carried on his fur- 

aces at a loss rather than close them 

d put his men out. Well, he offereg 
/to let the nwn take the Trenton works 
as they stood and run them on the condi- 
tlon that they were to pay the expenses 
manage them and have al] the profits, 
At first thought the men were very en. 
thusiastic and they brought their propo- 
sition to me. I advised them to think 
the matter over before they accepteq.

‘What do you know about the mar- 
kets, how to advertise, when to buy 
cheapest, and where to Sell best?’ All 
this they did not know. Well, to make 
a long. story short, they thanked Mr. 
Hewitt, but refused to take the mill.”’ 
“But in working for wages, Mr. Pow- 
derly, 
profits ?’’ 
“Who can tell?” was the reply. ‘“Some- 
times it does, sometimes not. I think the 
working man shduld be well paid and that 
his life should be made easier in every 
possible way. It is to the interest of 
alj that he have good wages, for good 
wages means more money in circulation, 
a greater consumption of all kinds of 
goods and good times. Again, if the 
Wages be too high the business cannot 
pay, and the reverse of all this is the 
case.’® 

Wages Steadily Rising. 
“But wages are steadily Mstng the 
world over, are they not?” 
“Yes, especially in the United States. 
Take this carpet,”’ said Mr. Powderly, 4s 
he kicked a Turkish rug at his reet, 
“There was nothing like this carpet in 
the poor man’s house when I was a boy. 
My father was well off for a laboring 
man. He came to this country from 
Ireland in 1826 and settled in northern 
Pennsylvania, opening up the first coal 
mine in that part of the state. He had 
twelve children, and we had none too 
much. Still, we were as well off ag la- 
boring people generally. We lived in a 
cabin with no plaster or paper on the 
walls and no carpets on the floors. I 
slept in the loft, and the snow came 
through the roo®in drifts upon my bed, 
often covering the floor. JI remember 
now how cold it was when I stepped out 
on that snow. Contrast that with the 
workingman’s home of today. He has 
his carpets, his comfortable furniture and 
often his piano. He lives better, has 
books, newspapers and magazines and 
can educate his children.” 
Lived Eighteen Years and Never 

Saws the Stars. 

“How about your education, Mr. Pow- 
derly ?’’ 

“T went to school until I was thir- 
teen,” replied Mr. Powderly, ‘‘fand then 
stopped on account of trouble with my 
eyes. I needed glasses, for I was born 
near-sighted, but I did not know what 
was the matter for years afterward. I 
could see nothing well at a distance. 
Indeed, until I was !8 years of age I 
never saw the stars, I had heard of 
.them, of course, but I looked upon them 
rather as a poetical fiction than as a 
visual reality. One day I took up a 
pair of glasses that happened to fit me, 
and, HMke Columbus, discovered a new 
Pworld. I could see th:ngs I had never 
imagined any One saw—the leaves on the 
trees in the distance, faces across the 
street, Indeed, I never really saw, as 
you see,-until I was eighteen.”’ 

“J don’t understand how you could 
work with your defective eyesight.”

The most important duty of prevention 
imposed on neutrals is the duty of pre- 
wenting its territory from being used as 
a base of hostile operations. The rules 
just issued by Lord Lansdowne by his

‘as the “twenty-four hours’ rules. Under 
‘these rules no belligerent may remain, 
ordinarily, in one of our ports more than 
: ewenty-four hours, neither may she leave 
. within a shorter time after the 
‘departure from it of a warship or mer- 
| ehant vessel of the other belligerent. A 
belligerent vessel will only be granted 
: gufficient coal to take ther to the nearest 
port of her own country. 2. The neutral 
must guard most carefully against the 
fitting out within its jurisdiction of hos- 
tile expeditions on behalf of either bel- 
AMgerent. Although the general practice in 
“fnternational law does not prohibit the 
‘construction of a ship of war in neutral

yet the stricter practice, as laid down 
by the treaty of Washington as Between 
great Britain and” Amefica, and the 
award of the Geneva board of arbitration 
in the famous Alabamia case is now us- 
ually followed. In this country, under 
the foreign enlistments act, passed after 
the Alabama controversy, it is an offense 
punishable by fine and — imprisonment 
with or without hard labor, to build, 
equip or dispatch a vessel, with reason- 
able cause to believe it is intended for 
the service of a foteign state at war with 
a friendly ‘power, or to issue a commis- 
sion to or aid in the warlike equipment of 
such a vessel, and both equigment and 
vessel in such case are liable to forfeit- 
ure. Similar legislation has been made 
by the United States and others of the 
powers. 3. A neutral state must prevent 
the !ssue of commissions by persons act- 
ing for either belligerent within the neu- 
tral territory, and enlistment within its 
jurisdiction 1n the forces of either bel- 
ligerent. 

In this country, the foreign elistments 
act, 1870, referred to in his mafgesty’s 
proclamation of neutrality, provides pen- 
alties for the offenders in such cases. 
Finally, a neutral state must prevent its 
subjects making pecuniary gifts or gra- 
tuitous loans to either side. This, how- 
ever, does not prevent a loan for in- 
terest being perfectly lawful, such loan 
being regarded as a mere matter of 
commerce. 

With regand to duties of sufferance, 
these relate chiefly to blockade, contra- 
band, and belligerent service. A neutral 
State is under no obligation to prevent 
Its subjects from engaging in any enter- 
prise as to such matters, but it cannot 
protect them from the consequences of 
their action. The topics In question have 
already been dealt with in considering 
the position in international law of the 
belligerents, but it may be mentioned that 
neutral vessels are bound to submit to 
‘“‘visit and search” on the part of the 
belligerents’ ships of war, in order that 
they may satisfy themselves that the 
neutral vessel is not“engaging in any 
traffic such as would make her liable to 
the penalties customarily exacted from 
those who run blockades, carry contra- 
band, or carry troops or dispatches in 
the service of one side or the other.

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“TROUBLES OFA “CRUITY.” 


New Enlisted Men in the Sixteenth 
Are Attacked with Stage 
Fright. 

The first Friday afternoon dress parade 
in some time was held this week. A 
feature of the event was the work of a 
large number of new recruits which 
have been added to tHe regiment. It was 
the first time they had been‘ brought 
before the public gaze in nrégimental 
maneuvers, and, according to the storv 
told by one of the old enlisted men, these 

“eruities’” had their own troubles, 

“A ‘cruity,’”’ said one of the drill 
sergeants yesterday, “is an animal with 
three feet, three hands and no human 
intelligence whatever. Thep ship him to 
the reg:ment from Columbus, Ohio, and 
then he is turned over to one of us to 
whip into shape. Some of them fall into 
the regulations just as though they had 
been born to it. Others there are who 
move around like a lame dog, and then 
they expect us to make a soldier of them. 

“And what we don't do to that kind is 
@ plenty. We march 'em up and down 
until their tongues are hanging out of 
their mouths and then we call up a lot 
of the boys to laugh at ’em. If there’s 
anything a man hates more than an- 
other it’s being laughed at, and some- 
times these ‘cruities,” who ain't on to 
the beauties of military discipline, talk 
back. Then they go to the guard house 
to think the matter over. 

“But it’s mighty discouraging aftet you 
have had the awkward equad working 
day in and day out and send them up 
as ready for regimenta] dress parade, 
to have them go all to picces and get 
so tied up that they throw the whole 
line out of formation. If you are a drill 
sergeant, you don’t say anything, but 
you can hear the officer of the day 
swearing under his breath at the holy 
sight they are making of themselves, 
and you simply hate yourself for all 
the work you have wasted on ‘em, I 
don’t know what it is unless ;t Is stage 
fright, but the minute they eet out on 
parade ground with a lot of girls looking 
at ’em, it’s all off. 

“That's the way tt was yesterfay. Tt 
looked as though they had forgotten the 
simplest order, and the way they got 
tangled up was past all explanation. We 
would all have been disgraced except 
that some of the older men kicked ‘ent 
into place. If they hadn't we would 
have been passing im review in seven 
different directions. There are all kinds 
of troubles in this world, but the troubles 
of the drfil sergeant are in a class all 
by themselves. It’s almost enough to 
make a man desert the service.”

Who has not. enly been much the vogue 


in Paris, but who actually has r¢turned 
home w win the plaudits and unstinted, 
enthusiastic approbation of her. own na- 
tive place. 

In technique she is an, unqualified won- 
der; and in depth of feeling and appreci- 
ation, in poesy of temperament, in au- 
thority, she is very much of a puzzle. It 
has been said by an eminent critic that 
Juliet presented this sad lesson in hu- 
man limitations; that, when an actress 
had suffered enough and was mature 
enough in appreciation to feel the part 
she was too old to look it, and, when 
she was at the right age to look it. she 
was entirely too young, too immature, to 
fee] it. 

While this is unquestionably s0, as a 
rule, genius knows no rules. Before he 
was 10 years of age, the child Gottschalk 
was amazing the great musicians of Eu- 
rope by the wonderful depth of his feel- 
ing and the comprehensiveness of his 
musica] understanding—a monstrosity, 
one, might say, in precocity of emotion.

DRAFT WORRIES 


MANY MANAGERS 


Senate coal 


The Southern League Should 
Enter Class A Or- 
ganization, 


a 


Southern League magnates who have 
experienced the evils of the drafting sys- 
tem and have had many of their best 
players taken from them, thus creating 
big holes in their line-ups for this sea- 
son, are beginming to consider the wis- 
dom of their action last year in not ap- 
plying for class A membership. 

Atlanta has felt the loss of Stafford 
this year and may feel it more before 
the close of the season. She has also 
been hurt by the draft of Dougherty, 
who would have been a good man this 


season. The Little Rock team was al- 


most ruined by the loss of a number of 


their best men. Memphis and New Or- 
leans were badly hit, and other clubs are 
in the same condition. 

It is true in a number of cases that the 
managers were able to protect them- 
selves by placing their men under the 
protection of major league clubs, but 
even in this plan there was a slip. Two 
of the men drafted by New York from 
New Orleans in order to protect them 
were drafted by the class A clubs and 
will probably be turned over to them. 

When another year has passed more 
stringent drafting rules will be formu- 
lated by\which every evasion of the draft 
such ap/thowe practised by Cholife Frank 
and Robert Gilkes will be punished by 
heavy fines. 

Of course it is impossible for minor 
leagues to protect themselves from 
drafts by the big leagues, but it is possi- 
ble for the Southern League to protect 
itself from the class A draft. The ma- 
jority of the men drafted from Southern 
League ranks this year are in class A. 

The only requirement for class A clubs 
is that the population of the cities in- 
cluded in the league amount to 1,000,000, 
By the last census the cities in the league 
were credited with about 700,000 popula- 
tion. It is very probable that this num- 
ber has been increased to 800,000 or 
more by this time. Besides the rank of a 
league should be determined by the nuin- 
ber of people it draws during the year, 
and not by the size of the cities. The 
Southern League drew over 600,000 peo- 
ple last year, which was more than the 
attendance in the Western League. 

The Soewthern League plays a game of 
ball which is nearly as fast as that in 
the class A clubs, and many competent 
basebal] judges believe that a Southern 


League team would win out from the | 


class A teams. 


IN BASEBALL 


David Fultz Advises Col- 
legians To Remain Ama- 
teur Players. 


“I would not advise a young college 
Dilayer to go into professiona] ranks no 
matter what kind of an opening was pre- 
sented to him,’’ said David Fultz, New 
York American outfielder and for several 
years a well known football and baseball 
player on Brown teams. “It is true that 
the life ig alluring at first, but there are 
many drawbacks. 

“Generally there.is an antipathy among 
collegians to becoming professionals, but 
there are men in amateur ranks whose 
‘work with college teams brings them be- 
fore the public, gives them a big reputa- 
tion and brings big offers from major 
league ranks. 

“It is as a general thing more money 
than the collegian could hope to make un- 
der other conditions for several years 
and he is led by this salary to enter reg- 
ular harness. Still I. would not advise a 
college boy under any condition to play 
ball for a living unless it was a case of 
necessity. Then of course it is a differ- 
ent matter. 

“There are a number of disadvantages 
to the ife. At the most a man cannot hope 
to stay in fast ranks more than eight 
years. Then he must descend step by step 
to lower ranks, through the minor leagues. 

“The eight year Hmit is depenient, of 
course, upon his condition. And while 
many players will remain that length of 
time there is no telling when a player will 
break an arm or a leg, which will put 
him out of the running for good. 

“And then when the major league time 
of life is over it is the minor leagues and 
little pay. 

“As a general thing a college man starts 
in with the idea of playing a year or two, 
laying aside a certain amount of money 
which will be sufficient to start him off in 
life, and then going out into the world 
again, become a professional man. He 
gets into the swing of the life and finds 
it easy to make money. His first year or 
two originaliy contemplated lengthens to 
thre@ or four years and then to the limit. 
Then he is thrown on the world ignorant of 
the ways and means of making a living, 
but obliged to do something for a live- 
lihood. 

“If you will take a look at the profes- 
sionals ‘now in major league ranks who 
once played under coliege colors you wiil 
find that the majority of them are pitch- 
ers. This is accounted for by the fact 
that pitchers are given the best chance 
in these days to make a_ record for 
themselves and to attract attention. 


Are Not Good Hitters. 


“College men are good fielders and many 
good pitchers are found among them,. but 
when it comes to batting it is another 
matter. Few college men know how to 
meet the ball squarely and to paste it on 
the nose. Some times they overcome this 
fault when they enter professionai ranks. 
Tenney is one of the most noted excep- 
tions. As a rule, however, it holds good. 

‘More and more are colleges beginning 
to depend upon their pitchers. Nearly 
every college has some good pitcher upon 
whom the brunt of the work falls and the 
games become pitchers’ battles. The ma- 
jority of the games of these days are won 
by three and four hits. 

“Last year Brown had a wonderful 
twirler. H2 shut out team after team. 
Harvard, Yale and other big colleges went 
down before him. There was no way of 
stopping him. The fault lay in the ina- 
bility of the opposing batters to get a hit 
when it was needed. 

“As a general thing college ba!l players 


show up fairly well against professivonal 
teams.

DAVID FULTZ 
TALKS OF BROWN 


Discusses Attitude of Brown 
Board on Profession- 
alism, 


The recent action of the board of ath- 
letics at Brown university, in the state 
of New York, in announcing that hereafter 
no distinction would be made in athletics 
between amateurs and those who ac- 
knowledged receiving money for _ their 
services, has stirred up that institution 
and caysed a great deal of discussion 
among college men. 

David Fultz, a member of the New 
York Americans, is a graduate of Brown. 
He was, while in cotlege, one of the most 
successful baseball and football players 
in the country, and has acted for several 
years as coach of the Brown football 
team. He defends the stand which Brown 
has taken, and looks upon it as the most 
honorable stand. which the college couid 
make in the matter. 

“At the annual conference between the 
big collegess’ of the north,’’ said he, ‘‘the 
representatives of Brown were on hand 
with nearly absolute proof that certain 
members of other teams had received 
money for their services. However, other 
colleges would not listen to the charges, 
and stated that they would take the word 
of their own men. 

“Then our representatives proposed 
that all restrictions as vo professionalism 
should be removed and that a man be 
allowed to do as he pleases in the sum- 
mer, and to play ball for compensation 
if he desired. The idea_was hooted down. 

“So, after careful consideration, the 
board of Brown college decided that it 
would be for the best interests of the 
sport to abolish all restrictions as to pro- 
fessionalism and to allow all men an equal 
chance to make the team. 

“This stand met with the approbation 
of the students and with that of the pres- 
ident of the college, partially at least. 
No sooner was the decision made, how- 
ever, than a howl was raised from all 
over the country, and as a result the 
board of trustees ordered the board to re- 
consider its action. 

‘This they did, and finally came to the 
same decision. The board is a represent- 
ative body, composed of three faculty 
members, three students and three 
alumni. At this meeting two of the pro- 
fessors dissented on the ground that 
Brown was too small a college to stand 
the pressure alone and that the time was 
not opportune, ‘ 

“As the board has absolute power i 
the matter of eligibility of the men, ex- 
cept in reference to their studies, no ac- 
tion would be taken to coerce them. So 
the trustees decided that no games should 
be played this year. The board then re- 
signed. Another board will be elected, 
and it will probably do as the trustees 
want, and the matter will be settled for 
a time at least. 

‘That is the history of the matter. The 
reason why the action was taken is well 
known to every college man who knows 
anything of baseball players. 

‘‘For years college baseball players have 
been receiving money for their services 
and then returning to college, signing pa- 
pers declaring that they have never play- 
ed for money, and competing with other 
colleges under the guise of amateurs, 

“Of course a man muy not receive 
money outright. But there are so many 
ways of getting around this trouble and 
keep within the letter, though not spirit 
of the law. Practically all college men 
will take money for their baseball play- 
ing. It does not matter that they have 
plenty of money. The other kind earned 
by baseball seems to be sweeter to them. 

“The question which the board had to 
decide was simply this: Is it better to al- 
low our men to play and acknowledge it, 
or to refuse to give our sanction to it and 
let them lie out of it? They preferred to 
take the more honest and upright stand in 
the matter. 

‘‘Besides, there is no reason why a man 
should not play college ball just because 
he has once played for money. No pro- 
fessional will come to a college and play 
ball there where he receive nothing for 
his services. And if he did he would find 
the class requirements too high for him 
and would have to léeave.’’

MERRITT ASKS 


REPORTS 


ON WORK OF THE SCHOOLS 


TATE SCHOOL COMMISSIONER 
W. B. MERRITT has addressed 


S an interesting circular letter te 
the county school commissioner of each 
county in thé state, in which he asks for 
reports on the progress and status of the 
school work in all the counties, with a 
view to showing in-his report to the legis- 
lature at its coming session: just what is 

An interesting feature is an examina- 
tlori which he is now arranging for all 
the pupils in the higher grades, and those 
of the seventh grade who pass success- 
fully will be given certificates to the ef- 
fect that they have satisfactorily com- 
pleted the common school course, 

The examinations for applicants for 
school tedaehers’ Neenses will be held June 
17 and 18,.and seme suggestions are given 
in the letter as to studies preparatory to 
taking these examinations, 

The letter of Commisstoner Merritt is 
as follows: ; 

‘‘Department: of: Education, 
“Atlanta, Ga.; March 10, 1904. 

“To the County Schoo! Commisisoner: 
In many counties of the state the present 
session of the common schools will close 
the latter part of this month. The prog- 
ress of school work in your county should 
be knownto you in detail] as fully as possi- 
ble. The patrons and other citizens would 
like to have some report of the results of 
the teaching in each of your county 
schools, and a comparative statement 
showing which eounties are making the 
most creditable progress in educational 
work. 

“For the purpose of indicating this 
progress and results of your teachers’ 
work, I will send examination questions 
to you next week for every pupil who has 
been enrolled during the term in _ the 
fourth, fifth, sixth and seventh grades 
Please urge teachers to conduct the ex- 
amination on the 24th inst., in accord 
ance with the ‘Instructions,’ and send re- 
port of the examinations to you promptly. 
Specimens of the: examination papers 
might accompany the reports. All the 
papers written. by the seventh grade 
should be sent to the office of the county 
school commissioner that he may approve 
the grading. 

‘All pupils of the seventh grade 
whose average standing in the examina- 
tion is 80 per cent or higher, and whose 
standing in all studies is not below 60 per 
cent, wili be entitled to a certificate in- 
dicating that they have satisfactorily 
completed the «ommon school course. 

‘The usual summer examination of ap- 
plicants for licenses to teach will be held 
on the 17th and 18th of June. I suggest 
that teachers study-as basis for examina- 


tion the following: Page's Theory and 
Practice of Teaching, Roark’s Methods in 
Education, some history of education, the 
common school beoks adopted by the 
State School Book Commission, and some 
special topics to be announced a few days 
later for study in the annual mstitutes. 
These special topics wiil be largely based 
on the common school books. A few au- 
thors whose selections appear in the Lee 
Readers will be studied each year. In the 
annual institutes of this year I will sug- 
west special study of the writings of 
T.ongfellow, Irving, Scott, Macauley and 
Grady. 

“In nearly every county {ft has been 
necessary to hold one or several special 
examinations. Many of the schools whose 
teachers do not have opportunity to take 
the June examination, begin tn January. 
For the convenience of these teachers and 
of the county sehool commissioners, I will 
give another general examination Decem- 
ber 16th and 17th. 

‘‘More topics have been added to the 
examination in recent years, and it is too 
hard on the teachers to write creditable 
papers on all topics in one day. All other 
States in this section give two or three 
days for the examination of teachers. 

“In the packages of supplies sent you 
this year illustrated charts of University 
Svstem of Georgia have been Included. 
This chart, which was prepared by Pro- 
fessor J. S. Stewart, contains information 
that will be interesting and inspiring to 
the pupils of your county. Please let me 
know if you need more of these to place 
in your schools. 

“The next annual meeting of the county 
school commissioners will be held at Dub- 
lin on the 8d, 4th and 5th of May. The 
programme of this meeting will be mailed 
to vou at an early date.

UN CALL LOANS 


ee ee 


Want Secretary Shaw lg With- 
draw More Public Funds 


How Trust Companies Can Pay Three 
Per Cent on Deposits a Mys- 
tery—Stagnation in Stocks 
One Reason for Low 
Interest. 


By Robert N. Burnett. 

New York, March 12.—(Special.)—It is 
a very curious situation when some of 
the big banks—perhaps many of them-- 
would like Secretary Shaw to withdraw 
$20,000,000 or $30,000,000 more of pub- 
lic funds, in addition to the $30,000,000 
which he hag already called for in con- 
nection with the Panama canal payment. 
Yet this exactly represents the true con- 
dition.of affairs here, Ordinarily the 
bankers hold on etrenuously to the public 
money left in their care, as if they had 
a prior right to it and Secretary Shaw 
must not deign to touch :t. It is an ex- 
tremely novel situation such as has not 
occurred in several years. The banks 
are actually losing money on call loans, 
A prominent official, in explaining the 
144 per cent rate for call money and the 
utter absence of demand for such ac- 
commodations, said: 

‘“‘We are losing money putting our bal- 
ances out in ths way. As to the sug- 
gestion that Secretary Shaw may make 
another cal] on the depository institu- 
tions, I wish he would. It would help 
the money market and stimulate a great- 
er demand. There is practically no de- 
mand for call funds at present. There is 
no reason in paying 2 per cent on bal- 
ance left with us by inter.or institutions 
and trust companies and having to put.a 
lot of it out at 1% per cent. We cannot, 
of course, invest al] our money on time. 
There is a good demand for time ac- 
commodations for six months to a year— 
mostly from corporations—but railroad 


companies have overdone the borrowing 


bus.ness and we must not give them 
free rein. We must keep plenty of funds 
available for emergency and for handling 
the crops, some of which are less than 
six months off. Now, if Secretary Shaw 
should withdraw $20,000,000 more, in ad- 
dition to the money needed for the canal 


/ payment, some of it could be released 


again for crop purposes at any time and 
ine partial ecarcity of funds would stiffen 
oney rates. 

xs og not singular that certain trust 
companies in this city continue to pay 
3 per cent interest to depositors and 
allow the latter to check against their 
accounts, at pleasure? How can they 
do it, when the trust companies them- 
selves receive not more than 2 or 2% 
per cent from the banks, at the out- 
side, for balances left with the banks? 
This is too much for me. It is asserted 
that the trust companies make up the 
general average by securing high rates 
on some of their operations which would 
he impossible for the banks, because 
of the:r more limited field. Again, thev 
lose for a small part of the year, if 
depositors stay by them year in and 
, out.”’ 

ne cause of the verv low call rates 
for money is the stagnation jin the stock 
market, which renders requirements of 
«tock brokers. for carrying securities, 
nominal. Brokers’ loans have been re- 
duced by hundreds of millions of dol- 
lars compared with what they are in 
bhusv times. A broker who when husi- 


"noes is brisk mav be borrowing $5,000.- 


000 to $10,000.000. now gets along with 
$1,000,000 to $3,000,000. As ‘an instance 
nf the enormous amounts which brokers 
eometimes borrow, it was asserted this 
week that Governor Roswell P. Flower, 
when he was leading a bull market sev- 
eral vears ago, with his associates, was 
probably borrowing $50.000,000 for stock 
market purposes. As they were able to 
horrow up to within 80 per cent of the 
market value, for. most {es1es, accord- 
ing to a well-established custom in Wall 
ctreet. this meant that thev had to have 
¢R.000 000 of their own capital to oner- 
ate with. Thies was raised hv the for- 
mation of 2 pool, to which each member 
contributed. according to the amount of 
interest that he wanted—thus regulating 
hie share in the profits. 
foreign exchange firm play- 
ed A clever trick on some of the other 
dealers in foreign exchange, in connec- 
tion with the supposed preparations to 
fnance the Paname. canal payment, and 
the accumulation of bills of exc™inge to 
eerve as part payment_ for the French 
interest in the Panama canal securities. 
It. has been sald that leading bankers 
have been accumulating exchange and 
that they now have something like $20,- 
000.000 bills on hand, so that it will no€ 
he necessary to ship any gold in settle- 
ment. This has been denied, but Wall 
street refuses to accept the denial. How- 
aver, the continued postponement of the 
day for closing the deal makes it certain 
that nobody like the Morgan people. Na- 
tional City bank or First national bank 
has‘ accumulated any exchange, because 
of the predicament in which they migh? 
fing themselves in case the purchase of 
the canal should be delayed longer than 
expected. The facts are said to be these; 
A well known foreign banking firm 
about a fortnight ago began to buy for- 
eign exchange rates violently, putting in 
almost unlimited orders to buy bills, 
chiefly sixty-day paper. Other firms were 
suspicious at first, but when this opera- 
tion wags continued day after day many 
others joined in, assfiming that it meant

profit. The other firms now have the bills 
and are wondering what they -will do to 
save themselves sfould the canal pay- 
ment be postponed much longer. Pres- 
ent holders will not find it so easy to get 
buyers as did the firm that forced up 
rates artificially. This predicament gaye 
ris to the query as to whether Dills of 
exchange could ‘be extended to advan- 
tage. Such a’ thing has been done, but 
it is not common. Apparently the only 
recourse is for fhe buyers to sell out 
when they mature for they would he 
losing money on them if they kept them 
any longer, 

One of the anomalies of Wall street is 
the selling of Consolidated Tobacco 4 per 
cent bonds around 67, although the an- 
nual report of the company, issued this 
week, for the year ending December 31 
last, sOWS an exceedingly prosperous hus- 
iness, the full profits of which, I hear, 
are not known @0 the public. The report. 
shows $10,017,000, or 26 per cenf earned 
on $40,000,000 of stock. This does not 
include the profits of the British-Amaori- 
can Tobacco Company, which is con- 
trelled by the Consolidated; nor the sur- 
plus eargings of subsidiary companies fn 
this country, over and above the divi- 
dénds which the Consolidated company 
receives from them. ‘The $40,000,000 
stock of the Consolidated company Its not 
listed on any exchange, but is largely 
held by insiders and their associates. A 
dividend of 20 per cent was pald on Itt 
last December in a lump sum, the first 
ever disbursed. Those identified with the 
company say that ft thrives in dull time; 
when people smoke cheaper cigars ana 
cigarettes, for its output fs largely made 
up of cheaper grades. The past year 
was the most prosperous one in its his- 
tory. 

All this being conceded, Wall street {s 
asking why the 4 per cent bonds rule 
no higher than 57. The company was or- 
ganized in 1901, but the highest price 
these bonds ever touched was 70, when 
they were being dealt in on the curb. 
The high level on the exchang was 69%. 
At 57 thy yield 7 per cent on the invest- 
‘ment. The fact that they are a collateral 
trust bond, issued in exchange for Ameri- 
can and Continental Tobacco shares, in 
a measure explains why they should not 
rule so high as some @ther bonds. One rea- 
son for their low level is, apparently, that 
they have never been entirely ‘‘digested’’ 
‘by the public. Several of the largest 
holders were embarrassed in last year’s 
severe décline in the stock market, and 
they had to throw over these bonds and 
other securities in large amounts to save 
themselves. 

One of the embarrassed stock exchange 
firms is reported to have had $4,000,000 
of them and its liquidation helped to 
break the price to the neighborhood of 51. 
A leading millionaire, one of the best 
KnNOWn men in the east, had a large 
amount of them, which were also sacri- 
ficed. Various Wall street. people had a 
lot of them and have had to let them go, 
according to current ramor. This prob- 
ably explains the cheapness of these 
bonds. It is asserted that such liquida- 
vion is now over. Wall street is much in- 
terested to know whether they will be- 
come popular after the varied experience 
they have had at the hands of the public. 

A temporary standstill in the stock 
market is not a refiection of inactivity in 
general business. The steel trade which 
is considered a good harometer 6f gen- 
eral conditions has made greater progress 
than its best friends had hoped and the 
Spring Outlook is decidedly encouraging. 
The most significant event of the week 
was the contracting for further supp*%es 
ot pig iron by the United States Steel 
Corporation from the Bessemer Pig Iron 
Association and other independent fur- 
naces. This indicates confidence that 
present activity of the manufacturing 
plants in finished goods will continue for 
months to come. The fact that the Feb- 
ruary output of the furnaces was con- 
siderably larger, while stocks of pig iron 
decreased tells the story of growing de- 
mand as well as it can be told. Advanc- 
ing prices for various products mean ac- 
tivity in general spring trade. Banking 
interests express satisfaction at this show- 
ing. They are not digturbed by the pros- 
pect of an unfavorable decision against 
Northern Securities but hope it will come 
soon. It is about discounted, in their 
opinion, so far as stocks are concerned. 
The market has been sold to a standstill. 
More attention is now %eing paid to the 
crop outlook.

MARKET ACTIVE AT 
EXPENSE OF VALUES 


Individual Stocks Were Weak and 
General Market Sympathized. 


SELLING WAS UNEXPLAINED 


More Particularly in Case of Metro- 
politan Street Railway and 
Metropolitan Securities. 

Both Issues Declining 
Skarply. 


New York, March 12.—The stock mar- 
ket developed some activity today and 
a rather positive tone of weakness. The 
weakne&s was largely sympathetic with 
the presSure upon individual] stocks, es- 
pecially Metropolitan Street Railway and 
Metropolitan gecurfties:; The liquidation 
in these two stocks gave signs Of ur- 
gency and cost the former 4% points and 
the latter 8 points. The selling was un- 
explained by any news, and was thougnt 
likely to be due to settlement of one 
or two large eStates largely interested in 
the property. The obscurity of the mo- 
tive of the selling gave it a sinister ef- 
fect. Pennsylvania was also flfeeiy press- 
ed for ale and broke through the sup- 
port which had been in evidence above 
112. The price touched 111%, which is 
only % above the low point since the dast 
stock issue started its long decline.

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Comment on Bank Statement. 

New York, March 12.—The New York 
Financier this week says: 

“The striking feature of the Official 
Statement of the New York associate 
Danks last week was the decrease in al! 
the principal items and the very sligtit 
Contrary 
to expectations, the loans were decreased 
bv $2,519,100. This seemed to indicate 
that there had been no expansion of 
loans as the reSult of syndicate or cor- 
poration borrowing, as had heen looked 
for. The falling off in loans was there- 
fore attributed to the light demands for 
stock exchange purposes, owing to the 
small volume of speculative operations. 
The cash decreased by $837,500, which 
sum very closely corresponded with thé 
amount of $758,500 loss which was adbé- 
timated from the traceable movements 
on money during the week. Deposits 
decreased $3,324,000, or only $32.000 Iess 
than the sum of the reduction in loans 
and of the loss of cash: the statement 
therefore showed a r€markable good bal- 
ance. The required reserve was reduced 
$831,225, as the result of the decreased 
deposits; and, deducting this sum from 
the loss of cash, left the extraordinarily 
small decrease of $6,275 in surplus re- 
serve to $29,937,075. Computed on the 
basis of deposits, less those of $39.535.- 
000 public funds, the, surplus is $39,820.- 
825. The item of government deposits 
was increased $397,800 during the week, 
probably representing accumulations 
through transfers to this city from in- 
terior depositories. The increase in such 
deposits since February 6 has been $2.- 
641,700. Circulation was reduced last 
week by $1,206,900, making $6,962,800 
since anuary 2. The almost stagnant 
condition of stock speculation was clear- 
ly reflected in the small daily average 
of bank clearings, this being only $160.- 
000,000, or $19,000,000 less than tn the 
previous week. The clearings on Satur- 
day resulting from Friday's business were 
$154,771,534, or much below the daily 
averuge. The cash reserve of the banks 
will probably be augmented this week 
by the transfer hither of $3,000,000, tne 
proceeds of 6,000,000 of Japanese yen, 
‘which is expected to arrive at San Fran.- 
cisco during the w®ek. Comparisons of

IRMINGHAM, March 12.—(Special.) 
B The past weck in real estate has 

been an active one, and in some 
measure forecasts the spring opening in 
that business to be of an excited tendency. 
The principal sales have been of resi- 
dence property, showing that the specu- 
lative idea is not uppermost in the pur- 
chaser’s mind, as has been the case too 
mitch heretofore. 

The total sales as a conservative esti- 
mate will be over $200,000, with three- 
fourths of them being for residence prop- 
erty, for permanent homes for purchas- 
ers. There seems to be plenty of money 
available for good investments, and the 
‘mquiries for business property have far 
exceeded any week for past six months. 
There has been no advance in prices as 
yet, above those marked at the close Nt 
last year, but the sudden spurt in the in- 
quiries may later on cause an advance. 

During the past two weeks deeds have 
been filed in the probate court for regis- 
tration of over $1,000,000, ranking with 
the highest record last year. 

Many Inquiries for Land. 

The inquiry for farming lands has been 
doubled in the past few weeks, and, 
strange to say, these inquiries come from 
northwestern farmers, who seem to have 
the ‘‘cotton mania,” and who think they 
can with improved facilities raise cotton 
cheaper than is done by the south’s meth- 
ods. This immediate section is cut up 


into small tracts of farming lands, and 
close proximity to the many industries 


| 


in this county makes the price higher 
than they want to pay, and these inquiries 
have been turned over to the black belt 
or cotton section of the state. 

Truck farming here is on a regular 
boom, and every available place suitable 
for such farming is taken up readily, from 
five to ten acres, at from one to two 
hundred doilars per acre. 

The chicken and egg .business has in- 


creased four-fold over last yeur, encour 


aged by the high price of those cOmmod- 
ities, and aimost every farmer lias 
turned this part of the business over to 
his wife, to help in tne expenses: of the 
family. If they all succeed the chicken 
and egg trust will have to go out of busi- 
ness in this section. 
To Equal Atlanta College. 

The Freedman’s Air and Educational 
Society have entered into a contract for 
the erection of a college building on the 
40-acre tract of land donated by the Red 
Mountain Development Company near 
Cxmoor.

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Verdict of Jury in Case of 
‘Car Bare Bandits 


Bandits Heard Their Sentence Stoic- 
ally, Wor Did Their Mothers, 
Who Were Present, Make 
Any Outcry—Sketch of . 

“ the Case. 


Chicago, March 1!2.—Hanging for all 
was the verdict of the jury today in the 
first murder ¢ase against the so-called 
“car barn bandrts,’’ Harvey Vandine, 
Peter Niedermeter and Gustav Marix, 
who attained notorigty by a desperate 
all-day battle that started in a dugout 
near Liverpool, Ind., where the trio had 
taken refuge after a series of remarkable 
crimes, inci:uding the murder of two em- 
ployees of the Chicago city railroad at 
one of the campany’s barns :n this city, 
the motive in each’ instance being rob- 
bery. Emil Roeski, who was with the 
bandits in the dugout, and _*who par- 
ticipated in many of their crimes, is to 
be tried separately, not having been im- 
plicated directly in the particular mur- 
der for which his associates were first 
arraigned. 

The verdict of the jury was delayed 
from yesterday afternoon until today on 
account of a temporary difference of cpin- 
ion as to making the punishment al,ke 
for all the defendants. 

A confession on the part of Marix led 
to the discovery of the hiding place of 
the other baridits. Marix entered a plea 
of guilty and begged for mercy, whlie 
the other bandits attempted to brazen out 
a plea of innocence. Epilepsy, the result 
of hered:'ty, was also pleaded in -he case 
of Vandine. 

The bandits heard their doom stolidly. 
The mother was in *he court room. 
Niedermeier’s mother was also present. 
Neither woman made any outcry.. The 
mother of Marix did not appear. She 
was said to be at home in a state bor- 
dering on collapse. 


SLOW WORK 
OF SENATORS 


Mississippi Lawmakers Pass 
Bills -- Then Re- 
considers, 


Jackson, Miss., March 12.—(Special.)— 
The Mississippi senate, like the king of 
France, seems to be quite fond of march- 
ing up hill and then down again. At 
the session last evening the body recon- 
sidered» the vote whereby the bill was 
passed appropriating $15,000 to pay the 
fees of attorneys employed in the state 
boundary dispute, and:réferred the mat- 
ter to a special committég of three mem- 
The idea seems to have obtained 
hold in the senate that the fee is ex- 
cessive and as the session is drawing rap- 
idly to a close and the same fight will 
probably be Made in the house, the bill 
is in a rather precarious shape. 

The special senate committee appoint- 
ed to investigate the boundary dispute 
between Mississippi and Louisiana with 
the view of determining On the attorney’s 
fees to be paid to Hon. Monroe McClurg, 
former .ajtorney general; Hon. Hannis 
Taylor, former minister to Spain, and 
Messrs Dodds and Griffith of Biloxi, to 
look after Mississippi's interests in the 
matter, has submitted a report to the 
legislature in which it was recommended 
that the bill now pending and which cac 
ries an allowance of $15,000 for attor- 
nevs’ fees, be adopted. 

The report sets forth that the territory 
in dispute between the two states exceeds 
300 square miles in extent, is easily 
worth to Mississippj ten times all the 
water and oyster territory of the state 
not in dispute and the lowest possible 
value that could be placed ‘thereon is 
$2,000,000, and it is steadily increasing 
in value; that the volume of the oyster 
business from the city of Biloxj alone 
amounts to more than $1,000,000, the 
monthly average value of oysters caught 
for the canneries alone being $125,000, 
and these canneries employ one thou- 
sand laborers, not including the 1,200 per- 
sons who are engaged in catching oys- 
ters. The shrimp business is valued at 
$200,000 per annum. These are the fig- 
ures for the year just closed and they 
were more than doubled during the pre- 
vious year, at Which time oysters were 
caught from the territory now in dispute, 
and which is claimed by Louisiana and 
the patrol boats from that state prevent 
Mississippi oystermen from entering the 
waters. 

The committee states that Louisiana 
has been preparing for several years to 
make this boundary fight, and if Mis- 
sissippi is to be the victor in the contest 
much time must be spent in the collec- 
tion of evidence. It recommends that 
the attorneys heretofore employed by 
Governor Longino be retained.

For this reason it 
Very often happens that two or three 
times as much matter is thrown away in 
a newspaper office as is used or finds its 
Way into print. Even on Saturday nights, 
when the paper is so greatly enlarged, a 
Sreat deal of the less important news that 
comes through various mediums is thrown 
into the waste basket. 

And all of this matter that js thrown 
away is absolutely useless, that is, it 
can never be used again, for there !s 
nothing so dead as a yesterday’s news 
item. 


“Covering” an Eastern War. 

At the outbreak of hostilities wetween 
Russia and Japan the Associated Press, 
the greatest newsgatherer in the world, 
had no less than nine trained correspon- 
dents at or near fhe scene of the conflict, 
Of these the staff correspondents at To- 
kio, Manila, Pekin and the resident cor- 
respondents at Seoul, Nagasaki, Che Foo, 
Shanghai and Hongkong were reinforced 
by three men who had served in the ca- 
pacity of correspondents for the Associat- 
ed Press through the Spanish war, in 
the Philippine Campaigns and the boxer 
uprising. As the increasing importance 
of the impending conflict was seen addi- 
tional men have been hurried to strategic 
points and no point where important 
news can be gathered has been left un- 
covered, 

An event which hag been described as 
the greatest in importance to Russia 
since the emancipation of the serfs of 
that country has been the removal of the 
censorship of news telegrams from that 
country. The Reuter Telegram Com- 
pany, the great news agency of Europe, 
in a recent message said that this almost 
wonderful decision wags the direct out- 
come of an interview of Melville E. Stone, 
general manager of the Associated Press, 
with the czar of all the Russias. Mr. 
Stone, it says, urged upon his majesty 
the wisdom of abolishing the*censorship 
and as a result of the manner in which 
the matter wag presented to him the 
czar’s order was given to that effect.

The 
total mileage of the leased wire system 
is approximately for the day wire 1|4.- 
000 miles: for the night wire 20,000 
miles. From various points along the 
trunk lines the report is sent to interior 
cities. Sach of the members engages 
to contribute the news of his immediate 
Vicingaay to the Associated Press. 


An Enormous Expense. 

The annual revenues of the Associated 
Press are derived from assessments lev- 
led upon its members and are spent in 
perfecting the gigantic system of news 
gathering and news spreading. The num- 
ber of words daily received and trans- 
mitted at each of the more important 
offices is over 50,000, or the equivalent of 
thirty-five columns of the average news- 
paper. 

This news of the Associated Press 
comes clicking in over many of their 
‘@wn specially leased wires to operators 
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Within the last two days has come the 
armouncement that Mr. Stone has per- 
fected an arrangement with all the great 


news gathering agencies of Europe, which 
now have correspondents in Korea, Japan 
and China that their news shall be trans- 


mitted to London by the Pacific cable, 
through the United States, and by cable 
to England. The Associated Press, under 
this arrangement, is to have all this 
news, which will be given to the Associ- | 
ated Press papers in the United States. 
This will secure the publication of such 
news in the United States first. Heretofore 
news from the seat of war to London has 
gone by way of India and has been re- 
peated to New York from London. 
Some Notable Achievements. 

Among the notable achievements of the 
Associated Press in recent history was 
the announcement of the choice of the 
new pope last summer, when the New 
¥ork office of the Associated Press gave 
the name of the new incumbent to Eu- 
rope, nearly half an hour before it 
reached either continental Europe or Eng- 
land more directly from Rome. When 
Secretary Cortelyou came from the death 
chamber in Buffalo, nearly three years 
ago, and announced to the newspaper 
correspondents that President McKinley 
was dead, the Associated Press, from its 
impromptu telegraph office on Mr. Mil- 
bourne’s lawn, carried the news from 
Portland, Oreg., to Florida, and from 
Los Angeles, Cal., to Maine in less than 
one minute. 

When the Iroquois theater fire in Chi- 
cago, last December, broke out, Harry L. 
Beach, the special writer connected with 
the Chicago office of the Associated 
Press, was enjoying a quiet shave a few 
blocks from the horrible scene. The first 
word of the catastrophe woke him from 
his dreams and wiping the lather from 
his half-shaven face, he remarked he 
would have the rest the next day, and 
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rushed to the theater, then to his office, 
where, aided by a few selected men, he 
began pouring out the story that startled 
the world. Before he left the office at 
daybreak he had prepared for the press 
seventeen thousand words of splendid 
descriptive work. 

Within the five days following he had 
written on the same subject forty-seven 
thousand words. 


A Cobweb of Wires. 
A map of the wires of the Associated 
Press is most interesting. All over the 
countrz are strung these electrically 
charged threads until the map of the 
United States looks like some gigantic 
cobweb. And it is so. More than this, 
so perfectly is this great -web spun that 
it is almost impossible for any happen- 
ing of importance to-occur that it is not 
caught in the meshes by an Associated 
Press correspondent and hurried to New 
York, -.icago, Atlanta and all of the 
Other offices of the association. 

And in a lesser @egree, this . great 
news sé€rvice ‘cavers the entire world. 
With the principal ferpigy offices of the 
association in London, Berlin, Paris arid 
St. Petersburg, correSpondents are lo- 
cated in all parts of the Known world. 
If there is an uprising against the 
Khedive of Egypt, H. Manley, the cor- 
respondent at Alexandria sends the news 
that at your breakfast table the follow- 
ing morning you may he in perfect touch 
with modern history not yet twenty-four 
hours old. : 

If a great famine is raging In India, it 
is H. W. Williams, of Bombay, ur Some 
of the other East Indian correspendents 
that furnishes you with the details and 
the terrible statistics and more than this, 
the needs of the starving thousands to 
whom America has on more than one 
occasion Sent great ship loads of food 
stuffs. If a ship is Jost in rounding the 
Cape of Good Hope, J. A. Barraclough 
sends in all of the particulars from Cape- 
town. And this is the way that the cor- 
reapondents are spread all over the 


world. 
When war is declared, or rather when 


there are the prospects of war, the As- 
Sociated Press immedtately dispatches a 
corps of correspondents to the strategic 
centers in the fleld of action, while an- 
Otner curps follows with the armies and 
navies of the opposing forces, It is in 
just this way ‘that newspaper readers 
are able to follow so closety the every 
move and operation of the Russans and 
the Japanese. Of course, the sending of 
this news is often made most difticult 
through the censorship enforced, but 
every correspondent has orders to save 
no expense in tranSmitting the news. and 
special tugs are hired again and again 
to huryy from the scene or action to the 
nearest cable wire. So rapidly are some 
of these messages sent that the reonurt 
of the happening is prinited apparently 
before it has occurred, which is, of 
course, due to the difference tn time as 
measured by the internatlonal system. 
In the same way, if anything happens 
In Ailanta or this immediate territory, 
Mr. Chapin or his associate, R. H. Tim- 
mons, sends it to all parts of the eyun- 
try tnat the newspaper reader in Mon- 
tana or Dakota m&y know of the prin- 
cipal doings of the day in Georgia. 
Time was, and not so very long ago, 
that historians were appointed by the 
court, and years afterwar4 the chron- 
icling of the important events were given 
to the world. Very naturally these his- 
torians were generally prejudice as to 
‘their point of view and their opportuni- 
ties for securing material were limited.

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First Scholars First Men. 

(From The Saturday Evening Post.) 

A recent number of a magazine pub- 
lished at Harvard university gives a list 
ot the first ten scholars of each of 
classes that graduated in the sixth de- 
cade of the last century at that institu- 
tien. The Hist is itself significant as re- 
gards individuals. The list is also more 
significant in respect to high rank ifn col- 
lege as giving ground for the assurance 
or. distinetion in life itself. 

In the class of 1850 is James C. Car- 
ter, of New York, frequently called a 
jeader of the bar in this country, and Jo- 
seph H. Thayer, the eminent scholar in 
New Testament Greek. Carter was 
fourth and Thayer was third in a class 
ui sixty-five members 

The second scholar of the class of 185! 
was W. W. Goodwin, one of the most 
distinguished students and teachers 
Greek of the last fifty. 
fourth scholar of the class of 
eighty-seven members, was Joseph | 
Choate, ambassador at the cofirt of St. 
James. The second scholar of the class 
of 1853, of eighty-eight members, was 
President Eliot. The most distinguished 
man, without doubt, in the class of 1854, 
was Horace H. Furness, the 
Shakespearean editor and _ scholar. 
the class of 1855, of eighty-one members, 
the first two scholars were Francis C. 
Barlow, the New York lawyer, who died 
seven years ago, and Robert Treat Paine, 
the Boston philanthropist. The eighth 
scholar was F. B. Sanborn, author and 
publicist, and the fourteenth, be it said, 
Phillips Brooks. in the class of 1856, of 
ninety members, are found the names 
otf Greenough, the teacher of Latin; of 
Searle. the astronomer, and of Robin- 
son, the governor of Massachusetts. 

The fourth scholar of the next 
of 1857, was the Hon. John D. Long 
secretary of the navy, member of con- 
gress and governor of Massachusetts, In 
the class of 1858 are found the names 
of Wentworth and Cilley, teachers in 
Phillips Exeter academy, and of Hart- 
well, justice of the supreme court and 
attorney general of Hawaii. The class 
of 1859 had for its third scholar Wil- 
liam Everett. member of congress, prin- 
cipal of Adams academy; of Albert Stick- 
ney and of John C. 
York and Boston, and of Alexander Me- 
Kenzie, a Cambridge preacher. 

In. the whole number of 100 are found 
two who have been members of cabinets, 
five who have been congressmen, five 
judges, two governors of states and one 
ambassador. Also in the list is found a 
good number of those who have Served 
as teachers at Harvard and Other col- 
leges. 

The idea has been altogether too com- 
mon that first scholars do not become 
first men in after life. The idea is, On 
the whole, false. The powers that win 
in larw, the ministry and other forms 
of public service are the qualities that 
win in the class room. In fact, as one 
compares the names of the first’ ten 
scholars of these ten classes of Harvard 
university with the names of all the 
other members of the same classes it is 
easy to see that among these ten names 
are found the names of men of greater 
distinction than are found in all the re- 
maining names of any class. In a-class, 
for instance, of ninety members the first 
ten in scholars represent greater distine- 
tion than the names of the Other eighty,

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OUR men, well known Georgians, 

have by their united and untiring 

efforts made possible the Georgia 
building at the coming St. Louis exposi- 
tion) and the reproduction of Sutherland, 
the home of the late General John B. 
Gordon, will stand there upon a crowning 
hill, a monument “s well to their ener- 
gies as to those cities and citizens of 
the state who have contributed the funds 
for its erection. m 

Those who have given their time and 
their energy to this work are Commis- 
sioner General Dudley M. Hughes, Vice 
Commissioner Hugh V. Washington, Cap- 
tain H. H. Tift, commissioner of lumbers, 
and Assistant Commissioner Glascock 
Barrett, 

When the legislature, at its last session, 
appropriated $30,000 for a Georgia mu- 
seum, which is to be used as the state 
exhibit at St. Loufs, it placed the man- 
agement of the whole matter in the hands 
of Governor Jos@ph M. Terrell and Com- 
missioner of Agriculture O. B. Stevens, 
and they have had general iirection of 
the work. They were given authority 
to call to their aid State Geologist W. 
S. Yeates, Assistant Commissioner of Ag- 
riculture R. F. Wright and State Chemist 
J. M. McCandless, and these have con- 
tributed greatly to what has been ac- 
complished. Governor Terrell was aiso 
tributed to what has been accomplished. 
Governor Terrell] was also given authority 
to appoint such others as he might deem 
necessary to assist in the work, and he 


named the four Georgians already men- 
tioned and assigned them particular du- 
lies, which have been well and ably at- 
tended to.

Even now with $15,000 subscrib- 
ed, the cOmmission lacks $5,000 of the 
amount that will be needed to pay all the 
expenses incident to the construction, fure., 
nishing and maintenance of the Georgia 
building. For this balance the  com- 
missioners must still appeal to the*peo- 
ple of the state and to communities which 
have not yet lent their aid to the work, 
and an earnest request is made for fur- 
ther subscriptions to make up the re- 
quired amount. The Travelers’ Pro- 
tective Association is doing a_ splendid 
work in this direction in selling the Geor- 
gia building button, but that will not com- 
plete the amount that must be had, and 
the commission urges that all who will 
do so, send in subscriptions from $1! up 
to O. B. Stevens, treasurer, state vrapi- 
tol. 

The work of raising the $15,000 already 
in hand has not been an easy one, To

Story of How the Weather Bureau Has Been Forced ‘To Move

S PROGRESS 


Time and Time Again To Reach the Sky Line 


HE rise of the Atlanta weather bu- 
reau is emblematic and typical of 
the rise and prosperity of Atlanta, 

From quiet, small, limited quarters in 
room 215 an the old Kingball house, the 
Atlanta weather bureau has advanced 
by stages just as Xenophon and his ten 
thousand Greeks used to do, until now 
it occupies the fourteenth story of the 
Empire building, with a large force of 
meteorological experts, Forecaster J. B. 
Marbury, commanding. 

It was way back in (878 on October 
|, that the bureau was first instituted, 
with H. Hall in charge. Then it was that 
the room in the ole Kimball] house was 
utilized for the measuring of precipita- 
tion, sunshine, temperatures and the 
other elements connected with the sci- 
ence that includes {fsobars, isotherms and 
other odd sounding things. 

It was from this hotel 
Forecaster Hall used to 
the weather of Atlanta 
eate. Atlanta was mostly a 
affair in those davs, and if once in a great 
distance there was .a four or five-story 
skyscraper they were not sufficiently nu- 
merous to interfere with the forecasting 
of the futuresfrom a Kimtal] house 
point of view.

The old Kimball house burned and the 
weather bureau took uo quarters in the 
federal building »n 1883, in the very first 
week of the yea>. Here it remained un- 
til March 15, 1899, when a move was 
made to the Gould building, while a cou- 
ple of stories were being added to the 
post office. Back to the federal 
building the office moved in 1891. While 
Forecaster Marbiry wis engaged ir 
servations fron: this point of view, the 
Prudential building rose to the height of 
ten stories, and thither hastened Mr.

2. It deals with the church local—with 
any church in a locality. 

I am a catholic churchman. The word 
church passed twice thé lips of our God, 
and He said everything that can be said 
about the church 

We say, “Get back to 
church.”’ 

Paul said nothing about the church fun- 
damental that Jesus did not say. 

Christ used the word first in its catho- 
lie sense, and secondly in its local sense. 

Centuries after centuries people have 
argued about Peter holding the keys of 
the church. 

@hrist never gave Peter:the keys of 
the church.

New York Jewish Protectory. 
The definite organization of the New 
York Jewish Protectory has progress-d 
recently in a manner most satisfactory 
to the philanthropic individuals and agen- 
cles interested in its promotion. The com- 
mittee in charge of the raising of funds 


has secured pledges of $100,000 out of 
the $250,000 which is needed for tha 
plant. Former Justice Julius Mayer has 
been elected president and Henry Solo- 
mon vice president. With his experience 
in the children's court, and a deep in- 
terest in approved modern reformatory 
methods, Judge Mayer’s personality is al- 


ready making itself felt. 

It is planned to establish a protectory 
on a site of about a hundred acres of 
farming land, near enough to New York 
fo make access easy. The buildings will 
be on the cottage system, The instruc- 
tion will be made practical by including 
the teaching of agriculture, market gar- 
denfng, and varied forms of manual train- 
ing, with the hope that every inmate mav 
be fitted for self-support at the time of 
discharge. The probation work now car- 
ried on by the Educational Alliance wil] 
be taken over by the protectory with the 
same officers in charge. 

The Jewish protectory was incorporated 
about two years ago, but its interests 
have been rather overlooked for other 
pressing affairs which have absorbed at. 
tention in Jewish circles. It is believed 
plans will now be brought to a head 
which should place it.on a footing similar 
to the Juvenile asylum and the Catholic 
protectory, so that the three will share

In Education, Culture. Population and Varied Industries, County Swings Forward With Double Quick of Progress

OLQUITT COUNTY within the past 
year has ginned 2,115 bales of up- 
land and 3,265 bales of sea island 
cotton, s@wed 60,000,000 superficial feet

Vested $35,000 in a court house and built 
a jaif for $8,000, expended $16,000 for 
educational purposes and erected a hand-

Other results of a most remarkable de- 
velopment in five years have been the 
building and active operation of a $100,- 
000 cetton mill, employing 300 people; a 
$25,000 creosote plent, consuming pine 
knots and stumps from the farmers’ 
fields that have remained for years an 
obstacle to the development of agricul- 
tural pursuit, and the construction of 
120 miles of modern railway through sec- 
tions of the- county rich in timber and 
agricultural resources. This unprecedent- 
ed commercjal activity is accounted for 
by the large increase of tBrifty whites. 
In 1890 Colquitt county had only 4,794 
people, of both races; in 1900 there were 
13,636, a gain of 8,642 in ten gears. Of 
these 10,3 were whites. 


Many Native Carolinians. 
_ Three-fourths of the emigrants. to 
Colquitt county are native South Caro- 
linians, who originally located in the 
county to manufacture nival stores or 
lumber after that industry had become a 
“back number” in the Palmetto state. 
They were usually men of some means, 
ability and experience in their chosen 
work and with the hearty cooperation of 
the people of their new home, the energy 
and spirit characteristic of the South 
Carolinian seems to have been success- 
fully diffused throughout the county. The 
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J. F. MONK, 
Mayor of Moultrie. 
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influence of the good work accomplished 
by the location of these thrifty new- 
comers has not been confined solely to 
the turpentine and lumber flelds, for many 
of them, the Spiveys, Holmes, Vareens 
and Smiths all own large farming in- 
terest and théir capital and success with 
crops héve had a stimulating effect upon 
the entire farming district. In 1901 Rob- 
ert Davis, a native of South Carolina, 
raised on 6 acres of land 4,000 pounds of 
tobacco that sold for $560. Since the 
scoring of this success tobacco culture 
promises to become a leading occupation 
with the people in general. 


Named for W. T. Colquitt. 
Colquitt county, created from Irwin 
and Thomas in 1[856, was named in 
honor of Walter T. Colquitt, a native 
Virginian, but from youth a resident of 
Hancock county. He was for years a 
conspicuous character in the public life 
of the state, being at One time judge 
of the Chattahoochee circuit at the age 
of twenty-seven. He afterwards served 
fn the Georgia federal house of representa- 
tives and in 1842 was elected to the 
United Senate. 

Worth county bounds Colquitt on the 
north, Berrien on the east, Thomas on 
the south and Thomas and Mitchell on 
the west. Little River bounds the county 
too on the east, furnishing the people 
with fish. draining the lands and mak- 
ing the soil more productive. Of the 
creeks the most important are ; Ochloch- 
nee and Ocop.1go. 


Cotton, Grain and Stock. 

The face of the county !s level as a 
plane to the east, while the western 
coundary consists of a beautiful broken 
eurface shaded by a magnificent growth 
of oak, - Dine and some hickory. In 
places the palmetto fan dots the lands 
for miles and the landscape resembles 
some sections of Florida. The soil is 
in most places sandy. but much of it is 
dark, w:th a rich subsoil, underlaid by 
a solid clay foundation. 

According to the methods in vogue the 
average yield to the acre of the lands is: 
Corn, 20 bushe's; oats, 30 bushels; ILrish 
potatoes, 60 bushels; sweet potatoes. 200 
bushels; peanuts, 40 bushels; upland 
peed cotton, 800 pounds Sea Island 
cotton, 500 pounds, and sugar cane 
sirup, 300 gallons. There were grown 
in the county last year about 4,000,000 
pounds of hay. Much of the land will 
produce one bale of cotton annually to 
the acre. Melons and grapes do spiendid- 
ly, the culture of the latter crop being 
at this time largely introduced. ‘There

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were about 40 acres in grapes one year 
ago. 

The large area of wild lands, with a 
thick carpet of grass, makes stock: rais- 
ing a most profitable business, and this 
industry is thriving, as the following 
statistics from the last United States 
census report clearly reveals. There were 
at that time 15,407 sheep, with a wool 
clip of 29,189 pounds; 10,009 cattle, 
1,791 milk cows, !77 working oxen, 28,- 
000 swine, 200 goats, 26,000 poultry, 
442 horses, and 357 mules. There was a 
production of 42,000 dozens of eggs, 
6,000 pounds of honey, 75,000 gallons of 
milk, 7,000 pounds of butter, and 2,800,- 
600 pounds of pork. 

Near Moultrie, the county seat, afe 
three dairy farms that produce more 
than enough milk and butter to supply 
the local demand, and a large quantity is 
shipped to either Thomasville ’or Albany. 


Climate end Health. 

Georgia’s summers are, on the average, 
cooler than most of those in some More 
northerly sections, while the winters, 
though not gevere, are cold enough to 
dissipate the germs of disease. For the 
whole state the July mean temperature 
is 81.8. The isothermal line of 80 dr- 
grees, July temperature runs above Au- 
gusta and West Point. Above this line, 
embracing all, or nearly so, of north 
and middle Georgia the Julv temperature 
is between 75 and 80 degrees. Below this 
line. which embraces southwest Georgia, 
east tind southeast Georgia, the July 
temperature is Setween 80 and 85 de- 
grees. 

In other words there is a difference in 
July temperature for north and south 
Georgia of about § degrees. But the 
effect on climate of mountains, which are 
numerous in north Georgia, and sea 
breezes, prevalent throughout south 
Georgia should. be taken. into account. 
The nights in south Georgia are quite as 
pleasant as in the more northern sections 
of the state. 

Snow rarely ever falls below Macon, 
and when it does is soon melted. There 
has been but one snow in ten years in 
Colquitt county, that appearing in 1895 
when the orange industry of Florida was 
almost totally destroyed. 

The number of deaths per thousand in 
Georgia by the census of 1900 for both 
races was 12324. The deaths among the 
whites was only 10.98. In considering 
the death rate of south Georgia, where 
as vet the negroes have not kept progress 
with the race in the north of the state, 
it necessary to Include them in tha 
mortality of this section. But when this 
is done the record of Colquitt county, 
which has only a few negroes, refutes 
any and all statements of an unhealthy 
section, for of the 15,000 population, ne- 
groes and all, only 109 deaths were re- 
ported last vear, from disease or natural 
causes, 

The Tolquitt county citizen is gen- 
ergus, hospitable and law-abiding. In 
a very few yvears he has planted a per- 
manent civilization in the wild woods, 
established a system of free public 
schools, involving an annual expenditure 
of $12,000, and has contributed so Hber- 
ally of his means that churches repre- 
senting almost every denomination are to 
be seen even in remote sections and the 
increase in land values has amply re- 
warded every bit of work done and paid 
a handsome dividend on all investments. 
But the respect and reverence for law 
and order that invariably accompanies the 
organization of soclety on a common 
sense and practical basis should have 
even more credit than lordly acres and 
dollars and cents for the future well 
being and blessings to mankind, in what 
Was once a benighted section.

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TO ASSIST EUROPE HARVEST. 
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Heavy Shipments of Agricultural 

Implements from United States. 
The Transcript.) 

It was only seven or eight vears ago 
that European farmers began to look to 
United States markets to any extent for 
their agricultural implements, since which 
time the traffic has been growing year 
rakes,

large part of the cargoes of some of the

While Liverpool and london steamers 
get more or less of such machinery tor 
outward cargo, the Scandinavian-Amer- 
fean and Wilson lines, with terminal at 
Copenhagen and Hull respeciaely, bene- 
fit most from the demands Murope in 
farmers for United States agricultural 
manufacturers. Copenhagen being the 
nearest point for the trans-shipment oi 
the manufacturers to Norway. Sweden, 
Russia and Finland, where the bulk 
the implements are sent, gives the Scan- 
dinavian-American line an advantage; 
while the Wilson line is in a_ position 
to handle goods for Russia. profitably 
because of its Mediterranean and North 
Sea routes from Hull, England. Manu- 
facturers sent to Copenhagen are trans- 
ferred at that seaport into barges and 
towed, at this time of the year, to what- 
ever ports in the northern countries May 
be open for traffic. 

Most of the agricultural 
shipped from this side of the water are 
for the harvesting season: and Russian 
farmers have good reason for putting in
